I S T O R Y is to Men of 

Contemplation; of the fame 
Ufe, as Books of Precedents 
are to Men of Bufmefs, efpe- 
cially Lcgiflatours, Judges 
and Advocates: Whenever 
any Things happen extraor- 
dinary they have Recourle to the like Events, 
that have occurr'd in former Ages, and by 
duly confidering and comparing Times and 
Circumfiances, they are enabled to make a 
more foUd Judgment concerning tliem. 
This has induced me to publifli at this 
Time, the fojiowing Narrative to the 
World, after it has lain by me many Years 
negleded, and aimoft forgotten. 
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The PREFACE. 

The Occafion of Writing it was, tfiac 
foon after the Plot againft King WjlU^ni^Si 
Life was deteded and difappointed, his ^a- 
jefty having thought fit that a True and 
Impartial Account of it fhould be rtiade 
Publick^ and having left it to the Lord 
Keeper Somtners^ and the Duke of Shrewf 
luT)^ to appoint the Perfon that fhould draw 
it up, I was fcnt for by the Lord Keeper^ 
and was by that Great Man engaged in this 
Undertaking. The better to enable me to 
go through with it, I was admitted to fe- 
vera! Conferences with the Noble Lords 
abovenam'd, and with the Earl of Portlands 
Ivho having the firft Notices of the Con- 
fpiracy, was acquainted with the Steps 
taken in it, before it was made known to 
the other two*: And I was alfo furnifhed 
from the Secretary of State's Office, with 
Authentick Copies of the ieveral Depofitions 
and other Papers, that I have thrown to- 
gether and printed at the End of this Nar- 
rative, as Vouchers of the Fafts recited in 
it, referring the Reader to them for his 
further SatisfaAion, that the Thread of the 
Difcourfe might not be interrupted. 

This fhort Hiftory having been perufed 
and amended by the Lord Keeper, and the 
Duke of Shrewsbury^ and having undergone 
a fecond Corredion by his Grace, was in a 
few Weeks compleated and ready for the 
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The S?REF AGE. 

Prefe. But upon what Views and Reafons 
of State, I cannot pretend to determine, the 
Duke thought fit to delay the Publication of 
it (b long, that the Negotiations for a Treaty 
of Peace with France intervening, it was 
then judged improper to let it go abroad. 

But I am now prevailed upon to make 
this Narrative Publick, not only becaufe it 
is in it felf a curious piece of Hiftory, at 
lead, as to a great Part of it, and back'd 
with the Authority of fufficient Vouchers: 
But becaufe it is of Weight and Importance 
to all, who wifh well to the Liberties of 
Great Britain^ and the Reform^ Religion ; 
and may be of great Ufe to many difcon- 
tented Men at this Time, to make them be- 
ware of diminifhing the Honour of the 
King, and fpeakin^ reproachfully of his Per*- 
fon, or his Adminiftration •, left they encou- 
rage PopiQi Bigots, and Proteftant Jacobites, 
Xo attempt the Subverfion of the prefent Go^ 
vernment, the Overthrow of our Conftitu- 
tion, and even the Life of his Majefty, by 
the (ame Steps and Motives that encouraged 
fome of the Confpirators to folicite and aflift 
a Foreign Invafion, and others to aifaflinate 
King William of Glorious Memory, that by 
thefe execrable Means they might re-eftal^lifn 
^ Popifh Prince upon the Throne. 

It is true, the far greateft Part of Kjng 
^illiani's dilafFeded Subjeds, who laboured 
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to difturb the Government, and takeoff the 
Affcdions ot the People from his Majefty 
and his Miniftcrs, did OQt defign a Change 
of Maftersy and the Reftor^tion of the late 
King James ; nor did they believe that while 
they vented their Spleen and PaiTion againft 
the Adminiftration, chey were really bring- 
ing Things to Extrenniry, and arrntag So* 
clitious and bloody-minded M&flf againft 
the King's Life, or his Government-, or 
that they were either running the Nation 
into the fad Calamities of a Civil War, or 
the inexpreflible Mifery and Confufion^ that 
mud inevitably have attended the coming 
back of an exafperated Popifli Prince, by 
the Afllftance of a Foreign Army. But tho' 
this was not their Dcfigo, yet by their vio- 
lent Difcontents and turbulent Behaviour^ 
by their calumniating and mifreprefenting 
the King, and his Friends, with all the Arts 
that ingenious Malice could fuggeft ; and 
by inveighing in fuch a licentious Manner 
againft the Adminiftration, as no Govern- 
ment before, and none but the prefent, 
would ever endure, they greatly contribu- 
ted to the black Confpiracv. For as by 
thefe Ways they dill^eartenM his Majefty's 
Friends, and reduc'd the Zeal and Loyalty 
of many, to a cold Indifference ; fo they 
animated and encouragM defigning Men, 
who intended n^uch mor§ than the Body 

of 
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of the Malecontents imaginM, even to over* 
throw the Government it felf; and were 
reatJy to believe, that during thefe Heats and 
Difturbances, occafion'd by reftlefs Spirits, 
ai'fair Opportunity was oflferM them to ex- 
ecute their treafonable Purpofes, hoping 
while the Nation was involved in fuch po- 
ptrfer Difcontents, they might without great 
Difficulty fucceed ia their deteftable Enter- 
prize. Thus tho' the greateft Part them- 
lelves did not intend to go fuch great Lengths, 
vet by going ib fer as they did, they em- 
DoldenM the Confpirators to form their Tra- 
gical Scheme ^ which had taken Effed, had 
not Divine Providence, that had fo often 
before interpos'd, for the Prefervation of 
this Nation, in a wonderful Manner, de- 
feated the Execution of it, when it was 
brought to Pcrfeftion, and ripe for the 
Birth. 

And as the malignant Calumnies, ground- 
fcfs Suggeftions, and bitter Inve£tives, 
ipread abroad with unwearied Diligence, in 
all Places, to the Prejudice of the Govern* 
irtent, pi'oducM fuch a Temper and Difpo- 
fition in the People, as feem^d to threaten 
the Government with an Infyrredtion j 
fi> was it an Encouragement and Tempta- 
tfon to the Cohfpirators, not only to pro- 
mcite an Invafion from abroad, but like- 
wife to form their Defign againft the King's 
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X^ife i by adminiftring Groundsof Predjmp^ 
tion^ ^ that the difafkded Party would not 
lay the King*s Death greatly to Heart ; but 
iliat on the contrary, they would feel a 
fecret Satisfaftion, jhat the great Obftacle 
of their Wilhes was taken off ^ and be well 
enough pleasM with the barbarous Faft, 
while themfelves were excused from being; 
adive in it. 

It is therefore the Duty of the SubjeGs 
O^Gneat "Britain^ in this prefent Conjundure, 
when our Circumflances too much refenible 
thofe in King Wtlliam\ Reign, to beware 
of fpreading feditious {Reports, and propa- 
gating the Belief of imaginary fantaftick 
Dangers to the Diminution of the King's 
Honour, and the weakening of his Govern- 
ment. It is highly reafonable, not readily 
to take upon Truft, Mifrcprefentations and 
Reproaches from his Majefty's Enemies j 
nor haftily to fwallow down malicious 
Slanders, deyisM by furious Party-Men, and 
vented by vehement Agitators, that run 
into all Companies to vilify the King's Per- 
fon, and blacken his Miniftry ; For Ihould 
thev favour and encourage, or not refent 
ancl oppofe fuch difloyal. Reflexions and 
feditious Difcourfcs, that inflame the Peo* 
pie and weaken the Credit of the Govern- 
ment, may not fuch a Conda^, fhould it 
generally c b.ain, by making the King's Enet 
■'''•' • • =' ' '■',■•. jnies 
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plies believe that the People are generaHy 
difeflfefted, ftir up fome of the moft Pro- 
filgate and Daring of them, to attempt 
Crimes that one cannot think of without 
Horrour ? Such was the real Occafion and 
Rife of the bloody Combination againil 
the Perfon of King William j whence it 
wfll appear, that all Converfation and Dif^ 
eourfes, that wound the King^s Reputatl* 
on, are ftainM with Treafon, as evidently 
fieading to the Deftruftion of his Perfon 
and ^vernment. For it is eafy to fee, 
that a Prince made odious and contempti- 
ble, will foon be removed from his Throne, 
when it fhall be in the Power of the 
Leaders of the Malecontents, to bring a- 
bout fuch a Revolution. Now to difTwade 
and deter the Subjefts of Great Britain^ 
from following the Steps of thofe difafFeft* 
cd Perfons, who by their feditious and un- 
|>ridled Speecihes, utter'd againft the King; 
and his Minifters^ gave Occafion to the 
Q)nfpirators, ta jfblicit an Invafion froni 
abroad, and form a Defign againft his 
Life; which it is certain ^ the far greateft 
Part not only not intended, but abhor'd,' 
I have at length publifhed this Hiftory. 

Good Heaven ! who could have thouglit 
it poffihle, that the People of Great "Britain^ 
forgetting their great Danger and fur- 
j^ri^ing Deliverance, fhoqld fo foon re- 
^ .' lapfe 
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lapfe into the former Infatuatioo, aiid be 
ag^in carried away wkh the fame DetufioA? 
Who could have imagio'd that they would 
a fecond Time, in fo few Years, be fo 
abandonM to Paflton aod Refentmeot, ib 
hurried on by Revenge and Ambittoflf fo 
deferred of Religion and Loyalty, aed for- 
iaken of Common Senfe, tJiat they (hould 
defperately run on the fame Rocks and 
Shelves, which they have fo narrowly and 
£b lately efcap'd ^ That they ihould fo fooa 
and fo exadly imitate the turbulent and 
feditious Behaviour of the Malecontents in 
King WilUam\ Reign^ which had almoft 
ruined the Government, and undone their 
Country, by vilifying his Majefty's Per^; 
condemning his Adions, and arraiening 
his DeHgns ^ by clamouring agaii^ the 
G)ndud of his Minifters, and afperfing 
their Charaders, in all Places and in all 
Companies ^ hoping by indefatigable Zeai, 
and afllduous Malice, to render thdr So^ 
verekn defpjcable, aiid bis Goveritmenr 
hateml to the People ; w<bofe Paflior;^ they 
icate and work up,; by their virulent 
proaches and deteiiable^Infmuacioo& 
They will no doubt fay what before I 
have faid for them^that tb^ir lotentfob is not 
to depoie their Sovereign, and &t the 
Crown upon the Head of a bigotted Pre- 
tender ) but they cannot b$ ignorant^ that 

by 
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by fomenting Heats and Difcontents, and 
jtlienating the good Opinion and Hearts of 
their Neighbours from his Ma jefty ,they may 
9S efFeftually ruin the eftablifh'd Govern- 
ment, as if they ever fo much defign'd it ^ 
For by this Means they vi'ill raife a Spirit of 
Difcord, which they will not be able to 
lay ^ and the Event, which they did not 
intend, may in the mean time be brought 
about by the Enemies of the King, who 
will ftrike in with them in oppofing hH 
Adminiftration, and diftrefling the Govern* 
ment, 'till they have carried Matters fo 
fir, diat it will not be in the Power of tb^ 
other Malecontents to (lop tiheir Progreft 
where they intended* When the Flamei . 
of Sedition are begun among a B^ople difi 
aflfefted, have tiiey Strength or Art to op-i 
pofcajxd flop their Courfe, that they Ihall 
not advance beyoiid the Limits which they 
lil^n'd them ? « ^hen by the Violence of 
Publick Feuds and Animofities, they have 
teoken down the Fences of the Govern- 
ment, and let in a I>eluge of Diforder and 
Confufion-, can they prefcribe Rules td 
the Torrent, and fay to it, hitherto (hatt 
thou go and no further ? They may as wtW 
attempt to compofe the Uproar and Rage 
of the Sea, as to ftill the Madnefs of thd 
People ^ and as (bon bridle the Whirlwind, 
and manage a Tempeft, as govern the 

Paflions 
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^aflions of a headftrong, turbulent Multf^ 
tude ; (hould they not difnaifs fuch a 
foolifli Opinion, from the Obfcrvation of all 
Hiftories of this Nature ; particularly from 
fbe fad Example of our late Civil Wars, 
.and the Difturbances in King WilUam^% 
Reign ? Were not Multitudes of Men, 
who were very aftive in thofe Troubles^ 
and with great Zeal kindled, and by the 
iame Means that are now us'd, propagated 
Fublick Heart-burnings and Difcontents ; 
over-reachM and pufli'd, on by crafty and 
dcfigning Men, who laid hold on this fa* 
irourable Opportunity, thus ofFerM them, 
and managed the He^ts and Padions of the 
People, 'till in one Inftance they accom^ 
pUih'd their wicked Pur];>ofe$ and in the 
other h»d efte^ually dpne it, had not Di- 
vine Providence interyen-d and defeated 
them? And though the Malecontents, 
who embark'd at firft with them, detefted 
the Event which was brought about, yet 
they fufFerM Things to go on, -till the Con- 
fpirators had got into their Hands too 
great a Power to be controul'd, and hin« 
fderM from executing their Defigns. And 
this has ever been, and ever will be, the 
Iflue in all Cafes of this Nature ; when 
Matters will always be carried on, by Re- 
vengeful and Ambitipus Leader?, beyond 

thq 
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the Intention and Inclinations of the 
greateft Part of the Fa6iion. 

And this Obfervation, that the greateft 
Part of the People, who at firft mbark'd 
in Seditious Pradices, purpofe to flop (hort 
of thofe Tragical Ends, which however 
they are unwarily enabling others to bring 
about, is confirmM by the memorable Ex* 
ample of King fVilliam^s Parliament, pre- 
fently after the intended Invafion, and the 
AfTaffination-Confpiracy, were difcover'd: 
For notwithllanding before that Time, the 
King had loft the greateft Part of the Com<« 
mons, yet no fooner was this horrible 
Treafon made appear, but the Afie£lions 
of thofe, who never defignM. to bring 
Things to that Extremity, returned to their 
Sovereign ; who then recovered fuch an In- 
tereft in the Houfe, that his Minifters car- 
ried all Things by a great Majority : And 
it is to be hop*d, that now the People, who 
have been abus'd and mifled, are convinc'd^ 
that their Tumults and Difquiet have occa- 
fipned at this Time, the like unnatural and 
deftruftive Confpiracy, againft his Majefty. 
and his Government, in Order to bring into 
the Kingdom a Popifli Pretender, with all 
the terrible Calamities, that are infepe* 
rable from that Event, it is, I fay, to 
be hop'd, that upon fober Refieftion, thefe 
Perfons, imitating the Example of thofe 

Gentlemen^ 
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Gentlemei^ will return to their Loyalty 
and Affeftion to the Government, efpoufe 
its Intereft and promote its Honour, with 
double Zeal and Induftry. 

I know that many difcontented Perfons 
declare that their Intention is not to over- 
turn the Eftablifh'd Government, nor to 
change Mafters^ but that they embroil 
the King's AtFairs, revile and oppofe the 
Men in Power •, fill the Nation with Cla- 
mour and Confuiion, to oblige his Majefty 
to difmiis his Miniftry, with whom they 
are difpleas'd ; and the Removal of thefe 
Counfellors and Servants of State, will, 
as they pretend, give them Satisfaftion : 
For, fay they, it is with thefe Gentlcmeny 
that abufe his Majefty and his People, and 
not with the King, that our Controverfy 
lies ^ which is to Copy exadly the Example 
of the difcontented Perions in King 
Williamh Reign ; who faid as much in 
their own Vindication, as the prefent angry 
and difaffefled Men can do. 

The Body of our prefent Malecontents 
affirm, that they bear no ill Will to his 
Majefty, but are fatisfied he fhould Rule 
over them ^ and that they deteil and abhor 
all Defigns and Contrivances, that aim at 
the Subverfion of his Government, and the 
Introdu6iion of a Popifh Pretender : The 
lame Tiling was pleaded by the former to 

juftify 
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juftify dieir Condufl:, and encuCt their dif-* 
rcfpcftful Speeches and (edkfous Anions. 
Are oar prefent diffatisfied and clamorous 
Mutineers outwitted, drawn in, and carried 
on to farther Lengths than they intended, 
by the Gonfpirators ; who rook hold of 
this favourable Sealbn, to build upon the 
Foundation of Popular Inquietudes, their 
execrable Ptoi •, and ingrafted their Trejiftm 
on Publick Diifatisfitdiions ? So their reftleft 
Predcceffors, in that King's Reign, were 
managed and deluded fa^ their Leaders, the 
King's implacable Enemies ', who raisM an 
unnatural and barbarous Scheme, upon the 
general Difcontents of the Nation: Dil^ 
contents which the Gonfpirators created; 
abetted, and fomented, to promote their 
wicked Purpofes ^ and which lay concealed 
from the greateft Number of their Party^ 
'till it was too late to prevent them* It in 
obfervable, that there were three Sorts or 
Degrees of difafFeded Men in King Wil-* 
Jiarn^s Reign ; the firft and the moft nume- 
rous corrfifted of Perfons, who had no De- 
(ign or Inclination to difpoffefs the King, 
and to reftore the Abdicated Prince, but 
they cherifliM Feuds and inteftine Difor- 
ders ; opposed the Miniftry, and inveighed 
againft the Court, to compel his Majeftjr 
to change bis Servants, and put the Admi- 
Qiftratk>a into the Hands of their Leaders. 

A 
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A fecond Rank went higher . ind refoIvM 
to take the tk\d and compafs chdr Ends 
by Force of Arms •, and thefc were Pro- 
moters of the intended Ihfurrei^ion and 
Invafion. But the Third and highefl Ranlc 
were composed, of Men of Violence and of 
a Sanguinary Temper, of whom fome con- 
trivM and favourM the execrable Plot a*» 
gainfl: the King^s Life ; while others not 
afraid of imbruing their Hands in Royal 
Blood,undertook the Execution. In like man- 
ner it is probable there will be found in the 
prefentConfpiracy Several Gradations ^ fome 
who only advanced fo far as to excite Pd^ 
pular Jealoufies and Difcontents, without 
any Defign to drive on to Uproar and Re- 
bellion : Others that were contriving how 
they might by Violence overturn the Go-» 
vernment : And a third Rank of detefta« 
ble Villains, who dared to propofe the mod! 
horrid and barbarous Attempts. 

The Purpofe of the greateft Part of our 
difafFeded Men, as I have obferv'd before, 
is to gaul and diftrefs the prefent Govern- 
ment, and by that Means to necelHtate the 
King, to change his Servants and Officers 
of State : But whence arifes their Diffatif*^ 
fa£lion and Clamour a^ainft the prefent 
Minifters ? Is it that durmg their Admini-^ 
ftration they promoted any Publick ill con^^ 
certed Schemes^ that have made tbefe Man 

uncafy^ 
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tineafy,^ and fillM their Minds with Difcdn- 
tent 5 particularly the imprudent Manage- 
ment of the South'Sea Company, which 
through the Weaknefs and Incapacity, or 
iinfatiable Avarice of the Undercakers, fa- 
voured by Men in Power, has involved the 
Nation ia fo much G)nfu(ion ? Is this, I 
fey, the Caufe of their III- Will, and Op- 
pofition to the Miniftry ? But how un- 
juftly are thefe Grievances charg'd upon 
the prefent Minifters ? One niay difcovera 
ftrong Inclination to Calumny and Defa- 
mation, and a violent Bent and Difpofiti- 
ontomiftake, in fuch Perfons, who can- 
not recollect, that the Men in Power, un- 
der whofe Adminiftration and Direftiori 
thofe falfe Steps were made, are deajd-and 
gone, or at leaft difgrac'd. And as^none 
of thofe, who are at prefent at , the Head 
of Affairs^ can be juftly chargM with the 
Male- Adminiftration of others, fo fome of 
them, who are now in Power, did to their 
great Honour oppofe with much Strength 
of Reafon, Spirit and Eloquence, the fa- 
tal Scheme of the South-Sea Company ; 
and therefore . no National Grievance, or 
Miic^rriagcs before their Time, can juftly 
)>e imputed to their Advice or ConduQ:.' 
It is certain -that the late Men m Power 
left the Publick Affairs to the prefent Mini- 
fters encumbered with many heavy Bur- 

B dens. 
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dens, and involvM in almoft inextricable 
Plfiiculcies ^ and to heal all the Breaches^ 
and cure all the grievous Difcempers of 
the Nation, when the Adminiftration was 
committed to their Care, without any 
Complaints and Difratisfa£^ions of the 
People, was a Task unequal to the moft con- 
fummate Wifdom, and the jgreateft Ca-^ 
pacity and Application. Is it a juft Ob- 
jedion againd them, that they were noc 
State- Surgeons, skilful enough to attempt^ 
carry on, and compleattbe Cure of a Na-< 
tion deeply wounded by other Hands, 
without giving fome Pain by their Reroc' 
dies and Operations ? Thofe Perfons there^ 
fore mud be given up to a Contempt of 
common Senfe, and an AfFcdation of Blind- 
nefs^ or they muft gafp after fiilfe Popu- 
larity, or teel a paflionate Defire to em- 
broil our Publick Affairs, who attempt to 
transfer the Adions of a preceeding Mi« 
niftry to the prefent, and charge the late 
real or pretended Mifmanagement of Af- 
fairs upon a new Set of Men, who were 
no more the Occafions of it, than their 
Accufers themfelves. If the PredccefTors 
of the prelent Minifters have eaten (bwr 
Grapes, muft the Teeth of their Succeflbrs 
be (et on edge P And fhould it be allowed, 
that fome falfe Steps have been made, and 
fame Midakes committed by them, fince 

they 
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they firft were (dacM at the Heliii ; itiay 
not a jufl: Apology be made for them from 
the foregoing ObTervation, that never any 
Men enter'd upon the Miniftry^ when the 
Government was more diiconcerted and em«^ 
broil'dand Publick Affairs were in a more 
perplext and inexplicable Diforder and Con- 
fiiHob ? May not foctie undefignM Mifcarri-' 
ages happen, notwttfaftanding the greateft 
Vigilance and the moft careful ProviHons 
fhoukl beempK^'d to prevent them, in a 
Cafe where the Difficulties leem*d infupe- 
rabie? For what Minifters, tho' endowM 
wkh the gncatefi Capacity, Penetratioa 
and ForeG^, are in&UiUe ? 

But ftill the MAflufters are unacceptable 
to you, and m^jft be removM ? But for 
srhat Realbas P Is tt for their want of Ahi« 
iides,: ApplicarioQ, :and Experience in Pub^^ 
lick ^ufioefe ? This cannot be pretended ; 
for die.Gendemenat the Head of Affairs, at 
ieailithe^eateftPartof them, have all 
thofe Endourments in an em^ioent Degreed 
And are the Men, whom you would ad- 
vance to their Places^ fuperiour totbefti in 
Minffteriai Qualifications ? Is it for want 
of Loyalty and (inc^re Attachment to the 
Interefts of the EftablifhM Government, 
which you defire may continue and profper ? 
This certainly cannot be alledgM ; on the 
ocMitrary, it is for their Love to the King^ 
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and firm adherence to his Governmenfi 
that they ar6 revil'd, oppos'd, and hated 
by thofe Men, who are endeavouring to 
fubvert the Civil Rftablifliment, and intro* 
ducc a Popifli Pretender. There remains 
then but one more Reafon, tvhy you can 
dedre the Change of the Mini(!ry, and that 
is, that it may be plac'd in the Hands of 
the Leaders of your Party ; for if they are 
changM for others of the fame Principles, 
you will continue diflatisfied : But ftill you 
would have your Friends, as you call them, 
in the Adminiftration, becaufe you then 
believe the great Places and Preferments 
will be Ihar'd among you ; and *till that be 
done, your Murmurs and Difcontents will 
never be pacified. Now to convince you 
of the Unreafonablenefs of this Derire,give 
me leave to expoftulate thus with you : You 
declare, and I believe you are fincere, that 
you do not defign or wifh the Overthrow 
of the Government, and the fetling of any 
other Perfon upon the Throne ; and this, 
notwithftanding all your Difcontents, you 
muft principally defire may be fecur'd. 
Why then do you labour that thefe Mini- 
fters fhould be difplac'd, that fome of your 
Leaders may be intruded with the Admi- 
iiiftration, iince it is moft evident, that the 
Gentlemen now in Power, are hearty 
Friends to the King and h^ Government i 

and 
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and it is no lefs evident, that great Num- 
6ers of your Party are endeavouring to pull 
it down and fet up another ? Have they 
not betrayM and abusM you in the moft 
egregious manner, by forming and carrying 
on a Traiterous Ctefign to overturn the Go- 
vernment, which is what you deteft and 
abhor? and would you truft the Govern- 
ment, which you profefs you earneftly de- 
fire may be fupported and preferv'd, in the 
Hands of fuch, who in Contempt and Vi- 
olation of folemn Oaths, and all religious 
Oblkations, are confpiring todeftroy ic ? 

Ii yciu are fincere in your Declarations, 
that you heartily defire the Continuance, 
and not the Change of the Governours, Is 
it difficult to determine which Set of Men 
you fhould wifli to be in Power ; thofe 
who will ftrenuoufly labour to preferve 
i(, and fo maintain your Reh'gious and Ci- 
vil Liberties, and all your Rights and Pro* 
perties, which you now enjoy, without 
Encroachment or Violation, notwithftand- 
ing fome inferiour Objeftions you have 
againft them, or thofe who endeavour to 
overturn your Civil Eftablifhment, by 
bringing in a bigotted Pretender ? This is 
fo plain a Cafe, that it will admit of no De- 
bate, and it is an Affront to good Senfe fo 
much as to deliberate upon tne Choice.

But perhaps you will ftill harp upon this 
String, and fay that the Adminiftration o{^ 
Publick Affairs is not in the Hands of your 
Friends^ and that is what you can never 
bear. But how can this be truly faid ? Ar^ 
not ehofe your greatefl: Fi iends, that fupporc 
and maintain the Governo^ent, the Prefer- 
vation of which you declare you heartily 
wifh, as being well apprized of the Confu* 
lion and Calamities that muft be the (ad 
Confequences of its Ruin ? Are not fuch 
Men, I fay, your real Friends, and are not 
thofe as certainly your Enemies^ who whilft 
you only aim at the Change of the Mini* 
ftry, are taking Advantages of the Steps 
you make, to lead you on to a total Over- 
throw of the prefent Eftabliflinjent ? You 
are perhaps difpleas'd that the Gentlemen 
now in Power acquire Eftates and great 
Honours^ and do you believe that thofe^ 
whom you by a great Miftake call your 
Friends, will ferve the Government out of 
pure Affedion, aad without any Eye to the 
main Chance? Will they be fo felf-denying 
as to have no regard to the Encreafe of their' 
Fortunes and Advancement of their Fami- 
Jies ? The contrary is out of Queftion ; and 
why fhould they incur the Difpleafure and 
envy of any, for doing what all, even their 
worthieft Predeceffors, have done before, ^ 
fValfi/f^ham or a Godolj^hin nqw and then 

excepted, 
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excepted^ and what is no more than good 
Statefmen deferve, and very dearly earn ? 

Befides^ (ince you fay your Scheme is not 
to remove your Sovereign from the Throne, 
but the Miniders from their Places -, and 
fince you endeavour to difturb and diftrefe 
our Governours, that for their own Quiet 
they may make you eafy in this Point, 
let us fuppofe that you were gratified in 
this Defire, will not the difcarded Minifters 
and their Friends have ^he fame Reafon to 
bear them out, if they in their Turn Ihould 
life the fame Methods to perplex and di^ 
quiet the Government, *till the Minifters 
and their Friends were turnM out of Pub- 
lick Employments ? And after this manner 
our Publick Affairs will be ftill embroiPd, 
and the Government will have no Reft, nor 
can we ever hope for a fetled and lafting 
jpeace. 

Confider further, that it is a Didate 

of right Reafon^ that as of two good 

Things, the greateft, fo of two Evils, the 

leaft is to be chofen : Now it is certain, 

that under this Adminiftration you fully 

enjoy your Religion, and all your Civil 

Rights ; for furely you cannot believe that 

^ou have a Right to publick Places and Pre- 

Tments by the Fundamental Laws of 

le Realm, and that your Title p Domi- 

3n, and the Adminiftration of Affairs, is 
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interwoven with the Conftitution ^ and yet 
one might be tempted to beh'eve fomething 
of this Nature, while you fly in the Face 
of all Governments that do not employ 
your Party in the principal OflSces of State, 
and divide the Promotions among you : 
During this Miniftry, I fay, your Con- 
ftitution is preferv'd unbroken, your 
Laws are unviolatcd, and your Properties 
fecur'd, and the efl:ablifh'd Government, 
which you fay you like and wifli well to, 
is fupported and maintain'd 5 and on the 
other Hand, you undergo no Suffering, but 
that of being difappointed of thofe places 
and Preferments, which you expeded fliould 
have been put into your Hands. Now is 
not the lofs which your felves, and all your 
Countrymen would incur, of all thofe ef- 
fential Benefits and Advantages I have 
nam'd, or a great Hazard of lofing them, 
a far greater Evil than your bare Exclufion 
from the Adminiftration and Places of Pro- 
fit ? It is certain, as I obferv'd before, that 
if your Leading Gentlemen, at leaft niany 
of them, fhould be employed, they would 
betray and dcftroy our Civil Eftablifliment; 
fince they difcoyer their Principles and In- 
tentions, by actually engaging in a detefta- 
ble Confpiracy againft his Majefty's Perfon 
and Government : Now do you determine 
which of thefe two Evils is the leaft, and 
fherefore to ^e chofcn. Not- 
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Notwithftanding what I have urg^, J 
am afraid you will not yet get the Places . 
and Preferments out of your Minds ; your 
Friends enjoy'd them during the Reigns of 
the two Kings, Charles the Firft and the Se- 
cond 5 and having tafted the Sweetnefs of 
(hem fo long, began to think they were in- 
titled to them by Prefcription, and that 
their Party, as the only Perfons qualified 
for Publick Bulinefs, fhould inherit, by an 
uninterrupted Succeflion, all the Honoura- 
ble and Beneficial Trufts. But if you will 
always infift upon the Diftribution of the 
Places amqng you, before you will favour 
and aflift the Government, confider that 
this is not W pay Obedience to the King, 
as your Sovereign, but as the Head of your 
Party, and to declare your Refolutions 
plainly not to ferve any Prince, whom you 
cannot govern; or in other Expreflions, 
that will not make you Viceroys and Rulers 
over him ; for you do not reverence and 
obey him as the Supream Magiftrate 
vefted with Divine Authority, for then you 
would obey* all Sovereigns without Diltinai- 
on, but as the Minifter of a Junto, and 
Vicegerent of a Fadion. 

When King Charles the Second had put 
your Party into high Stations in the Govern- 
ment, and divided among them all the In- 
feriour Places of Truft and Profit, this efr 
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fed:ually kept them in good Humour ^ and 
now they were fq fond apd enamoured of 
th^ir Prince, that they never objeded to 
him, fo as to weaken their AfFe£tions, thofe 
Faults, which they would never endure in 
another, but upon the fame Conditions. 
And now it was that Padive Obedience and 
Non-Rcfiflance were Sacred Dodrines, and 
even ElTential to Chriftianity. But ih 
the Reign of King James this Pofitioq, 
which they declarM they would never part 
with, was fufpended and no longer in Force, 
while many of the greateft of the Party 
were embark'd in a Confpiracy againfl: their 
Sovereign, which took eiFe£l; and left the 
Throne empty : And when King William 
fiird it, this Do£lrine feemM ftill to be laid 
t>y, efpecially by thofe who abetted an In- 
vafion, and intended to rife In Arms to.^ 
depofe their Prince. When Qpeen Ann 
came to the Crown, one would have 
thought this Dodrine fhould have revivM 
and flourifliM in its full Vigour j but that 
Queen, before their Darling, having thought 
jit to chufe a Mihillry which difpleasM 
them, fell into Difgrace, and lofl: the Fa- 
vour of the Party; nor was fhe able to re- 
cover it, but by difmiffing a wife Council, 
an excellent Lord Treafurer, and a WiQto 
rious General, whofe repeated Triumphs 
they were not able to bear^ nor forgive, 

and 
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»nd by calling fuch Perfons to the Admi- 
jftration, whom they approvM ; and then 
the Doftrine of Paffive-Obedience and 
Non-Refiftance was reftor'd, and took 
place for a few Years. But foon after King 
GEORGE was plac'd on the Throne, it was^ 
again put under Sufpenfion, and now feems 
quite funk and trampled under Foot with 
great Contempt ; nor is it ever like to rife 
again, 'till a Prince like King Charles Ihall 
fit upon the Throne, that is, one who will 
put intothcir Hands the Adminiftration and 
all Pofts of Honour and Profit. 

But by this you plainly deprive the King 
of his Choice, and lay him under a Ne- 
ceffity of admittmg none into his Service in' 
ipublick Affairs, but whom you approve. It 
is true, that when Queen Jnn at the latter 
End of her Reign, remov'd her Minifters^ 
and promoted fuch as you were pleas'd 
with, to their high Stations, upon a Re- 
piQrt fpread abroad that fome Citizens had 
been fo forward, as to advife the Qiieen 
not to change Hands, you exclaim'd againft 
their Rudenefs and Prefumption, with the 
greateft Vehemence ; crying out, What do 
thefe Men mean ? What ! will they not allow 
the Queen to make Choice of her own Ser- 
vants, a Priviledge which all private Fa- 
milies hav? a Right to ? By which Exam- 
ple it is evident, th^t you allow'd the Queen 

a 
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a Liberty to chufe her Minifters ; but it b 
as evident that it was a Liberty with thw 
Rcftriftion and Limitation, that fhe Ihould' 
ehoofo none but your felves ; for were not 
this the true Cafe, you would not raife 
fuch Clamours againd the Kin^, for taking 
upon liimfelf to choofe his own Servants, 
though they were not recommended or ap- 
proved by your Party. I fhall fay no more 
upon this Subjcft in this Place, but refer the 
Reader to the Pages at the End of this 
Narrative ^ which are as pertinent and fea* 
fonable in thefe Times, as they were in 
thofe when they were written. 

To confirm more abundantly the Fafts 
related in the following Hiftory, reference 
may be made to the Lord Prejton^ printed 
Papers, and the Tryals of the Perfons, 
who were condemned and executed for this 
Confpiracy. And what particulars in this 
Narrative of Inferiour Moment, are not 
eonfirm'd by the Vouchers annex'd, I re- 
ceived from the Minifters of King IVilliavif 
whomlixave above nam'd. 
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rious I)elivcrer, his prcfent Majefly, who afcended tlrf 
Throne, amidft fuch univerfal Appkufes and Expref- 
fions of Joy, as perhaps have no Example in formei' 
Ages ; nor could it be imagin'd chat the Pleafure and 
Satisfadion of the People ccmld be kfs general or more 
moderate, to fee their Deliverer become their Kingy 
when they had invited him to undertake their De- 
fence, with fuch iinportunate Entreaties, and exped-*" 
ed him with (uch Impatience, as could not proceed: 
but from the higheft Difcontents under the former 
Reign, and the deepefl Senfe of their approaching 
Ruin. No Revolution was ever brought about with 
lefs Effufion of Blood, none having ever met with kfe 
Oppofition. Our Oppreflbrs, and with themdur 
Fears in a few Days fled from the Prefence of our great 
Ddiverer. It is very remarkable, and will be ever look'd 
upon as a great Proof of the good Nature of the Eng^ 
UJhj that notwithftandiflg there is nothing more conl- 
mon in Foreign Nations, than for thofe who prevail in 
all fuch Changes 6fGovenunent, toinflid the deepefl: 
Marks of their Refentment and Revenge on the con* 
quer'd Party ; yet in this Revolution the Adherents 
of the late King could not complain of any Infults and 
Violence from the People, tho* they were become 
univerfally odious, and had by their infolent Behavi- 
our and unfufferable Violations of our Rights, high- 
ly incens*d the whole Nation againft them. 

And as they eicap'd the ufual EflFeds of Outrage 
and popular Fury, fo were they likewife treated by 
his Majefly, both before and after his Acceflion to the 

Thronei 
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tOGvade the Shamc» not being aUe by all their Arti-^ 
fices, which feldom fail them on fuch Ocjcafions, to 
give any Turn to the Matter^ by which the Force 
aiid Light of the Evidence may be eluded, mufl be 
QDQ^eU'd to own the Fa& to their everlafting Shame 
apd COafufiont 

. This monftrous Conception^ as is ufual in the like 
Cafef^ did by various Steps receive its Shapes Vigour 
ahd Maturity : The Seeds of Secfition, which had 
been early and plentifully fown in the Nation, were 
^tended with Indtiftry and Application, and che- 
lifli'd with warm and adive Influences, before they 
dttain'd fuch a prodigious Growth ; for the firft Un^ 
eafineisand Difcomcntsof the Fadion, requir'd (owe 
Time to be in^myv'd and ripenM into the malignant 
Temper o£ Traytors and Ruffians, who without R.e-* 
morfe might imbrue their Hands in their Sovereigfl^s 
Blood, and give up their Country to inexpreflible 
Calamities* 

When the late King y^m^ with his Popiih and 
Arbitrary CounfeOors had fully purposed the Subver- 
fion of the ancient (jovemment and the Extirpation 
of the Eftablifli'd Worfliip of thefe Realms, and by 
D^;ree$ had made lb confiderable a Progrefs, that they 
feem'd almoft fure of compaffing their wicked End, 
the great Benefaftor of Mankind, out of Commife- 
ration to thefe Kingdoms, was pleas'd to interpofe iit 
a furpriadng Manner, between a fufFering People, and 
the inexorable Invaders, of their Religion and Liberty. 
In this Extremity of AflFairs he rais'd up for us a glo- 
rious 
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Of thefe Perfoos diia£feaed to hb Majefty and 
his Government, there were two Soits» Papifts and 
Proteflants ; the Papifk, who were in the Kjeign of 
the bte King advanced to Employments in the Ar** 
my, enjoy 'd Pkces of Honom- and Profit in the State, 
and flattered themfelves with the Hopes of eftablifli- 
ing their own Religion, were enrag'd when they few 
the Scene fo fuddenly chang'd, and their Hopes 
bkfted by an miexpe&ed Revolution. 

As for the difcontented Proteflants^ who were {bme 
of them of loofe Lives, and great Indificrence to ahy 
Rcfigion, that they might fliare the Spoil and 
with the Papifts the Profits and Preferments, 
heartily with them in the laft Reign; and others, who 
formerly exprefs*d little Regard to the Peopk's 
Rights, yet when thofe of the Church were alfo ha- 
zarded, together did indeed awaken to a Hvely Senfe of 
dieir Condition, and made a very commendable Op-' 
pofition and an honourable Stand. But many of them 
Itot being acquainted with our Hiftories and the 
EfigUp Conflitution, or intoxicated with wild and 
extravagant Notions about the Nature and Defcent of 
tfce Regal Power, which they had cherifhed (b long, 
that they became perfeft Enthufiafts in Matters of 
Government, feparated from the Body of the Church 
of Englandj upon this Account among others full as 
weak ; that the Members of it paid Obedience to his 
Majefty and his Government. Thefe unreafonable 
and obftinate Schifmaticks breaking off Communion 
with the Church, met for Religious WwAiip in Con-- 

venticks^

ventides, and unlawful Afiemblies, fuch as themTehres 
had often ftiled, and fuch as theirs truly proV'd, the 
Rcridezvoes of difiafFeded Perfons, ind the Nurfe- 
rfes of Rebellion^ The Papifts and fuch Proteftants 
as thefe were inexpreflibly difquieted at his Majcfty'i 
Acceffion to the Throne : But for their Cohfolatioh 
itnder fuch a furprizing Difitppointment, they flattered 
thcmfelves that his Government wa^ biit ftiort-Iiv'di 
and that by their Intereft at Home and powerfid AP* 
liftance from Abroad, they fliould foon fee the kte 
King come back in Triumph. 

And now they began openly to exprefe their tyif^ 
fetisfedion, and to ufc di the Artifices, which their 
Wit and Malice could fuggeft, to ^ieriate the Affeftt^ 
bns of the King's Subjefts, and as much as pofliblc to 
embroil his AlFairs ; and that they might facilitate 
the Rjeftoration of the former King, they Ux)ur*d 
to weaken and diftrefs the prefent Government by all 
the Obflrudions they conU lay in its Way.' 

Their Bufincfs was in all Places fo run down and 
throw Contempt upon thfe Adminiliration ; toexpofe 
bur Officers of State ; to diminifh and fpeak (lightly 
t)f the King's Friends aod Allies, and to magnify and 
€xtoI the Power of his Foreign Enemies. They im- 
^ed alfo with malicious Art to ill Conduft and 
lUifinanagement, our Misfortunes and inevitable Mif- 

tarriage^, Mifcarriages which they themfdves 6ccafi-» 
bn'd by cutting (hort the Sinews of War, and cbg- 

^ing the Wheels of the Government^ that they ftiight 

fhi{bsi«« hk t/hijffty's great Defigns^ and then re^ 
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proach him for what themfelves had contriv'd ancf 
brought about for that very Purpofe. 

'Tis true,'^ the Confpirators here had fomeDepen-' 
dance on the Number of their Party, which notwith- 
flanding was not fo great as they imagined ,* but their 
chief Confidence was built upon the Expedation of 
Afliflance from Abroad, th^ir Party here being too 
inconfiderable to make any Attempt upon the Govern- 
ments 

And at this Time (o formidable was the Growth 
of Franccy with whom we were then aftually en- 
gaged in War, while conftant Succefles attended the 
Arms of her enterprizing King, that She julHy gave 
Umbrage to all herNeighbours, and therefore theMale^ 
contents chiefly depended upon the Power of this 
great Potentate for the Subverfion of ourprefent Efta- 
blifhment, and the bringing back of the late King. For 
this Reafbn in all Companies, they magnified the 
Wifdom and Strength of France^ and as much lefTen'd 
and debas'd that of his Majefty and his Allies, by 
which they hop*d to intimidate their Countrymen, 
and fink the Reputation of his Majefty's Arms. 

At this Time as the King had the Weight of the 
French Power to contend with, which was look'd 
upon as more than fufficient to overwhelm him, fo to 
their great Joy the Malecontcnts (aw him entangled in 
Domeftick Difficulties, which they judg'd inextria- 
ble. The Rebellion in Scotland had a dangerous JkSr- 
peft, but the War in Ireland^ they believ'd infupera- 
ble, that wliole Kingdom^ excepting Lindondcrryy 

bein^ 
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feeing in the Hands of the Enemy, and not to be re* 
duc'd, but at a great Expence of Blood and Torture. 
They doubted not but that a terrible War Abroad* 
and a raging Rebellion at Home, would infallibly 
crufti our Reftorer, and fink a Government fo lately 
fetled ; for they knew that his Majefty could not be 
in Flanders J Ireland^ and Scotland at the fame Time* 
and yet they thought his Affairs muft of Neceflity 
be ruin'd without his Prefence in all thofe Places. 

Nor did they want Malice or Induftry to reprefent 
to the People all thefe DiflSculties and Dangers in the 
moft formidable Shape, to terrify them from aififting a 
finking Government as this was reprefented, either by 
fighting fi^r its Prefervation in the Field, or contribu- 
ting their Money for the Encouragement of thofe, 
who did fo. Thus they kbour'd with indefatigable 
Diligence to weaken his Majefty 's Credit and Repu- 
tation with his Subjeds, and endeavour'd to diive- 
them to a perfeft Defpjir by poflefling them, as far 
as they were able, that it was not poifible for the Go- 
vernment to fupport it felf under the various Burdens 

that encumbered it. 

And hoping now to accomplifh their mifchievous' 

Defigns, they carefully reprefented to the Minifters 

o^France^ what Advantages were at this Time in their 

Hands, and how fevourable the Seafon was during the 

King's Abfencein Ir dandy to attempt the Overthrow 

of the Government ; and this was done with that 

Succefs, that France was prevailed with, to furprize 

US this Rummer in the Channel with a ftronger Fleet,

than it was thought pofTible for that Nation to hayc; 
jjirnifli'd out. It is true, the Diaffeded ever difco- 
vered a barbarous and unnatural Delight at the De- 
finition of their Countrymen, when at any Tinae 
their Enemies gain'd jhe kaft Advantage over them ; 
110 News being ever receiv-d with more Pkafure> 
than the Overthrow of the Englijhj and the Viftp- 
ries and Succeffes of France : But never was any MiC* 
fortune that befell us, recciv'd with that particubf 
Satisfadion and exquifite Rellilh as the Difhonour 
that happened to Eriglandt\i\s Summer, (tom the Earl 
of Torrington's Defeat by the French Fleet before- 
mentioned. This they thought moft nearly concerned 
our Reputation as well as Safety, and therefore it 
was not podibk for them to diffemble their immode- 
rate Joy at the News, that the Nava) Strength of 
France was this Campaign fuperiour to that of Eng^ 
land. 

Who can forget the Threats and infulting Expref- 
fions of the Fa&ion, when the French had thus pre- 
yail'd ? How was the Wind curs'd that took theni 
Ihort, and prevented the Deftruftion of our RoyaJ 
Navy at Spit-head ? They exprefs*d the like becoming 
Satisfaftion, when they afterwards heard that Monsj 
Charleroj ^xidNamur were reduc'd hy France: nor coulcj 
they forbear their Triumphs, when they heard that 
any of our Merchants orConvoys fell into the Power of 
the Eneqiy. Thus were they contented to facnfi ( c to 
their Refentments, the Treafurc and Plocd d^ their 
j^ajive Country, and tor^enge the»urdvespntl-e De- 
'*^'''" ''" . • liveret 
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fiverer of EngUmiy were fatisfied to giv^ up the Uir^^ 
berties o£ ^Ettrvfe. 

This unexpeded Advantage of the French at 
Sea fo much encouraged the Malecontents, and fo 
dilpirited his Majefty's good Subjefts, that nothing 
lefs than the Signal Vidory at the Bojne had been 
fufficient to have ftopp'd the growing Mifchiet 
The Succefs of that Famous Aftion proved indeed 
a v«y feafonable Remedy, and had a remarkabk 
Influence in abating the Arrogance of the Fadioib 
confirming the King's Friends, and determining the 
Doubtful to their Duty, 

The Difajffeded finding Things thus fettled and 
compofed, far beyond their Expedation, by his 
Majfty's profperous Campaign in IrtUmd^ and be* 
ing ftill furioufly bent upon bringing about their 
wicked Defigns , foon after, as it is well known, fet 
on Foot a dire(ft Negotiation with their Friends aj: 
St. Germainsy to concert Meafures, and form De-? 
figns againft the Government. This Traiterous 
Conunerce was undertaken by the Lord Prefton 
and his Accomplices ; and though he, and fome other 
of the Confpirators, by ialling into the Hand$ of Ju- 
ftice, were prevented fi'om carrying it on, yet o- 
thers of the Faftion fucceeded to the Emptoyment, 
and not long after tranfaded with the Court above- 
named, to bring about an Invafipn of England. *

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The French King, and his Friends, feeing hi^ 
Majefty had with invinfible Patience and Fortitude 
furmounted fo many Difficulties, which in their 
Opinion, meafuring his Strength by that of com- 
mon Princes, would have certainly over-whelm'd 
him, and obferving that now he (hone forth with 
ftronger Light, having fcattered the Clouds, that 
pbfcured him at his firft riGng, and finding that 
the EngUJh were generally well pleafed with a Mor 
narch that was truly Martial, and a zealous Protedor 
pf the Proteftant Intereft, QuaUties, which they 
long wiflied to fee, either together, or but fo much 
as fingly upon the Throne, and inferring thence, 
that there was little Hope remaining* that the Body 
0f the Nktion would ever invite the late abdicated 
King to return, they agreed to impofe him on the 
Nation by Force, whom of Choice the £figlijb 
were never likely to receive . 

It is no wonder tliat Monarch was willing to be 
at any Hazard or Hxpence to reftore the late King 
yamesy when he found fuch a vigorous Oppofition 
from his Succeffor, who had now put himfelf at the 
Head of the Confederacy, and added the Weight 
of JEngland to fupport the Common Intereft of 
Enrope ; h6 could not but exprefs an ardent Zejl to 
divert the Arms of England^ and crufti a Prince, 
whofe lUuftrious Vertues, and Military Fame, were 
become very uneafy to him; for he could not but 
with Difpleafure and Envy look upon the King of 
^rf/tt-Britainy as the moft likely Perfon in the World, 
^ ' '-^ •'•■ ' ■ ' ' not 
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pot only to eclipfe his Glory, but ^en to fliakc 
the Foundations of his Empire ; and therefore he 
complyed with the Sollicitations of the Malecon- 
tents, and while the King was abfent in Flanders^ 
refolved to make a Defcent upon his Kingdom. 

Accordingly in the Year i(Jp i , a numerous Ar- 
jmy was cpllefted and drawn down to the Sea-Coafts 
pear La Hogue, the late King being at their Head ; a 
^ proportionable Number of Tranfport? were pro- 
vided, and all Things prepared for their Embarka- 
tion : And it is very obfervable, that Granvall*s De- 
fign to aflaffinate his Majefty that Campaign in 
glanders was concerted the fame Summer, * \t\ like 
manner, as this laft Confpiracy againft the King's 
J-ife was fet on Foot at the feme time with the in- 
fended Invafion, as will afterwards appear. 

In the mean time the difcontented Party here in all 
Places grew moft audacious. They infulted th? 
Friends of the Government, and reviled his Maje- 
fly, the Head of it, in fo infolent a manner, as 
Ihew'd they looked upon Succefs as fure, andfeem- 
ed tranfported with the greateft Joy, that in a few 
pays they ftiould fee this Kingdom involved in Bbod 
and Confufion j being themfelves ready to engage op 
the Side of a Foreign Army, and to mix with mer- 
cilefs Dragoons, and Irijh Rebels, to ravage and de- 
ftroy their native Country. As to the King, who 
was expofing his Pprfon abroad to all the Dangers of

a ra- 
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a raging War, they doubted not of barring for ever 
his Return to his Throne and Government, and by 
this Means of ktting in upon us a Deluge of the 
moft dreadful Calamities tliat ever befell an unhap- 
py People. 

But it pleafedGod, by whofe Gracious Care and 
Watchful Providence, his Majcfly and his Govern- 
ment had been hitherto prefervcd, to difpel on a 
fudden this Storm which hung fo frightful over us, 
and by defeating in a Moment all their mighty Pre- 
parations, in a terrjblc manner to rebuke the Pride 
and Confidence of our Enemies. The Foreign and 
l>omeftick Confpirators, who depended on the Con- 
duft and Power of the French Monarch, as fuch 
as might warrant the Succefs of all their Underta- 
kings, were amazed at the unexpefted Mifcairiage 
of their Defign, when Admiral Rufel prevailing o- 
vcr the French Fleet, that was prepared to convoy 
their Tranfports, burnt fuch Numbers of their great- 
eft Ships on their own Shore, as foon put an End 
to the Expeftations, which the Confpirators had 
conceived from this intended Expedition. But tho' 
|t damp*d their prcfent Alacrity, it did not in the 
leaft abate their Malice, nor divert their Defigns a- 
gainft the King and Kingdom. 

The next Incident which rcviv'd their Hopes, 

was the Lofs of the Ti^rksjf Fleet, which fell into 

th? Enemy's Hands. The welcome Tidii^ of this 

Mifcarriage, as likewifc of our want of Succefs in 

Flandersy mightily cheer'd and fupported the Spi- 
rits 
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^ts of the Party, while they imagined that theft 
Misfortunes would make fuch a deep Impreffion 
on the People, and produce fuch a general Difatis- 
fiftion, that the Parliament upon it, would refufe 
any longer to raife Supplies for carrying on thel 
War. 

Grown confident in this Belief, that the Progrefs 
of the Enemy's Arms in Flanders^ and the great 
Expence of Trcafure, that mufi needs be demanded 
to fupply our Army dbroad> together with the ine- 
vitable Damage we fuftained in our Trade, would in 
a Ihort time fo impoverifti the Nation, and render 
the People fo uneafy, that they would be neceffita- 
ted to make Peace with Fr^nce^ by recalling the late 
King, they fell to work in all Places, and in all 
Companies to aggravate our Loffes, to reprefent our 
Taxes as an infupportable Burden, and to revile the 
Government for not finding out Ways to preferve 
it fclf at a cheaper Rate. They envy'd to his Ma- 
jefty the Bounty of his Parliaments, who gave him 
jtiich large, yet neceffary Supplies, for the Protedi- 
pn of his Kingdom, chufing rather to enable the 
King to carry on the War Abroad, than to ftcl the 
fad Effefts of it in our own Bowels. The Fa(5Hon 
from this hop'd they might gain a great Advan-* 
tage, by turning the neceffary Means of our Pre- 
fervation, to an Occafion of our Ruin ; hence they 
confidently affurcd the People, that the Govern- 
ment miift of neceffity fink under its own Weight, 
and that the Greatnefs of ^ur Expence muft una* 

ypidabJy 
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yoidably prove our Deftruftion. They never ceafed 
from declaiming on this Popular Subjeft, and gaul- 
ing the People in this tender Part, hoping to make 
them weary of a Government that was rcprefented 
^ burdenfome, and at jaft to perfwade them to let 
in the Deluge, rather than to be at the Expence of 
maintaining their Banks. 

It cannot be denied, that the Goverment which 
had fuch great and various Difficulties to ftruggle 
with, both from Foreign and Domeftick Enemies, 
required for its Support more than ordinary Supplies ; 
and our Lofles at Sea, during a War with Francey 
were in a great meafure unavoidable ; but though 
the Malecontents, by thefe Topicks, made a great 
Impreffion upon fome weak Minds, who felt too 
i^afibly their Paijis, but did not confider the Con- 
fequences that muft attend the defperate Method 
propounded by the Malecontents for their Cure, 
yet the Body of the Nation had a much better Senfe 
of Things, and were pleafed rather to undergo 
thefe moderate Sufferings, while they enjoyed their 
Religion, Laws and Liberties, than to fend again 
for their old Oppreffors, efteemipg their prefent 
Burden not to . be compared with that intollerable 
Weight of Mifery, which would certainly follow 
upon fuch a Change of Government. The People 
therefore, and their Rcprefentatives, refolved to 
continue the War at any Rate, while the Laft gave 
Supplies bountifully, and the Firft paid them chear- 
fully, as feeing it abfolutely neceffary to their Pre-r 
fervatioa. When 
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When the Malecontents faw themfelves fruftrated 
in thefe Expedations alfo, to[ promote their DefignS 
and exprefs their Hatred to the Government, they fet 
themfelves more than ever to foment Faftions, Jea- 
Ipufies, and Difcontents ; and by odious Mifrepre- 
fentations, infamous Libek, and groundlefs Slanders, 
they ftrove with unparallel'd Application, itt all 
Places, to fpread a rebellious Fermeiit ; and wfeere 
they faw the Flame at any time kindled, they conti- 
nually fann'd and cherifti'd it with virulent Dif- 
courfes and Inveftives. It was for this End that they 
rais'd fo loud a Clamour, when a great Part of his 
Majefty's Fleet was, for juft and neceffary Reafotis, 
fent into the Mediterranean ; while to fill the Minds 
6f the People with unquiet Apprehenfions, they told 
them, that the Strength of the Nation was now fent 
away, and exposed to the utmoft Hazard, and in the 
mean time bur C6afts were unguarded, and our Com- 
merce unproteded. 

To ftir up the People to an Infurredion private 
Clubs and Cabals wQ-e appointed to concert their 
feditious Schemes, tumultuous Meetings were open- 
^ fy held, to ihow their Confidence, affright the 
Friends of the Government, and keep up the Hearts 
of their Party. The prefent Eftabliihment was aftefti 
infulted with unfufferable Infolence ; our Parliaments 
traduc'd and our Minifters expos'd and made con- 
temptible. They treated his Majefly with unheard- 
of Arrogance, inventing Stories at Pleafure, and 
flicking at no Falfehoods, tho* in themfelves ever fo 

ridi- 
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i-idiculous and incredibk, if t]iey had the lead Hope^ 
to faften by fuch Means any Difhonour on his Ma- 
;efty, or render him to his Subjeds either hateful or 
dcfpicabk. They refolv'd, if poflible, to weaken his 
Credit and Confidence with his Peopk, by reproach- 
ing him as an Enemy to the Church of EngUndy a 
Church, which he had fo lately fav'd, and ftill de- 
&nded at . the Hazard of his Life^ suid to proted: 
which he had fo often engag'd his Sacred Word 
ahd PrcHnife, a Word, that might be taken, and a 
Promife, that might be rely*d on. They afpers'd 
him as an Enemy to the EngUJb Nation, after all 
that he had done for its Deliverance, and whik he 
^as undertakiug with fo much Toil and Hazard to 
his Royal Perfbn, to guard the Kingdcxn again{l 
ihe powerful Arms of France. 

The crafty Agitators drew m divers of the 
warmer, who are ufually the weaker Sort, by chi- 
merical and unreafonabk Fears of Presbytery and a' 
Commonwealth, Thefe two Words, as if they car- 
ried fontte potent Charm, like fonae Notes of Mu- 
iick, that ftrangdy aflFeft particular Perfons, and 
as certain Accents vehemently difturb and enrage 
Lunaticks, had an unaccountable Influence upon' 
many, who fcar'd themfelves with imaginary and' 
phantalUck Terrors ; aod without the leaft colour of 
Rcafon, grew giddy with their own groundlefe 
fears, and from thence concluded that the ChurCh; 
and Monarchy were both ready to &11. 

Though 
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Though his Majefty had been long inform'd of 
their Seditious and Difloyal Praftices, yet he ftill en- 
deavoured by his Moderation and unwearied Pa- 
tience, to reclaim his difobedient Subjeds, and com- 
jofe their turbulent and unquiet Spirits : And though 
he had great Reafon to believe, that his moft Graci- 
ous Pardon, and his eafy and gentle Government, 
might by Degrees foften thefe obftinate Enemies of 
their Country, and reduce them to a Senfe of their 
Intereft as well as Duty, or at leaft briag them to a 
peaceable Difpofition ; yet nothing is more evident^ 
than that thefe indulgent Methods, which they per- 
verfely interpreted ibmetimes as Supinenefs^ fofiie- 
times as Impotence, produc'd a very contrary EflFeft^ 
from the Moderation of the Government, they ga- 
thered Courage and Vigour to oppofe it, while they 
grew confident by their Eafe, and prefiimptuous by 
impunity^ Such was their Indignation to be defeat- 
ed in their DcCgns againft their Country, that all Ad- 
vances of Kindnefs towards them were made in vain ; 
the Fa(%ion continued fowr and inconfolable, Ettg^ 
l^nd was delivered and protefled againft its Oppreflbts; 
and this Misfortune they were not able to bear. 

On the Death of the Queen of ever Happy Me* 
mory, the Fadion conceiv'd frefti Hopes after their 
feveral Difappointments. This Misfortune to the 
King and Kingdom they concluded muft be at-' 
tended with Confeqviences as would highly favour 
their Defigns againft the Government : And ihortly 
after it had pleas'd the Divine Providence to afHia 

the 
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the Nation, by taking away this invaluable Blefling> 
they were encoiirag'd to enter upon Dcfigns to de- 
prive us of the King alfo ; and the fame Wcet,' 
wherein his Majefty had given them the fuUeft and 
mort extenifive Pardon, that was ever known, thefe 
ungrateful Men were contriving to feize upon his 
Royal Perfon ; ^ for about this Time feveral Meet-' 
ings and Confultations were held by Captain Cher- 
nocl^ Captain P(7^rtfr, Captain Wdughy Major Ma^ 
thewsj Mr. Domlaugh^ Mr. Goodman, and Sir JVil-- 
Horn PerkinSy to fettle the Method of executing this 
their Defign ; and the Places where thefe Confpira- 
tors, or the greateft Part of them met, were MrJ 
Coodman's Houfe in Brownknv'Streety the Chocolatd 
Houfe in St. Jameses Street, and the Ponntain 74- 
vern by the TempU^Gate. 

And that they might quiet their Mindsi which it 
feems were not perfeftly deliver'd fronfi all Senfe of 
Guilt and Horror, at fuch a barbarous Enterprizc,' 
they fent over to folicit the late King Jamesy to 
grant them a Commiffion, which they flatter'd them- 
felves would be enough to authorize the Villany. But 
it feems it was not thought fit to grant any fuch Com- 
Thiflionatthat Junfture, in which Things did not per- 
haps appear ripe enough for their Purpofe j at leaft it 
wis fo delay *d,that the Conipirators feem'd uneafy to be 
held fb long in fufpcnce, and therefore refolv'd forth- 
with to execute their Defign, notwithftaiiding theii*

jefty's flill getting greater Advantages in the Fieldr 
feem to have given Birth to the late intended In- 
vaiion and AfTailination. 

His Majefty's admirable Clemency and Patience 
was fo long andfo highly abus'd by thefe-.inconi*;; 
gible Perfons^ that many of his Loyal, Subje(^ 
were alarm'^dy and grew imeafy^ fearing the. duige-: 
rous EfFeds that might proceed f]x>m tjhfi^ .Uc^nti-: 
6us and unreftrain'd Behaviour of the pr9fer&'d Er 
nemies of the Government: Yet nothbg could, 
ftiove his Majefly from his unalterable Refolntion^ ^ 
6f trying to the utmoft thefe obftinate Men^ by hift. 
ufual Methods of Moderation and l^orbeai ance^ ftill 
Sloping even to the h&y that he might win themby . 
his GoodnefS) without exerting his Power. 

But aD his gracious Indu^ence was loft upon 
them) for they grew upon . it more bold and darings 
and with greater Heat and Impati^ce than ever> be^ 
jftirred themfelves to ripen their villainous Confpi-' 
l-acy. In Order to this, great Stores of Arms wew 
bought up and conceal'd in convenient Places, * gi^t' 
Numbers of Horfes were provided to mount their 
iTrbops, which they had lifted ; Officers were ap- 
pointed, and Commifliofis received from the late

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King, by which pretended Authority they were to 
i<a. In fuch a Pofture were their Affairs at Home, 
f n the mean time^ the traiterous Negotiation was 
niaintatiii'd between the Confpirators and the late 
King. And at this time the French Court feem'd 
inclm'd to comply with their Defires, fay lending 
the late King a good Body of Ms Troops. Meffen^ 
gers went to and fto with Pacquets of Letters to 
concert Affairs, and to give Intelligence of the For. 
wardnefs of the Invafion on the one Side, «id the In- 
furreSictti of the other. For nothing can be more 
evident, than that a Defign of bringing back, the 
Jate King yames^ and with him all our former Fears 
and Calamities was early entr'd upon, and ftill kept 
on Foot among the Male contentents : The Fire ftill 
•bum'd, tho' it did not always blaze out, but as Cir- 
cumftances favour'd it, and as it was cherilh'd with 
a greater Application, and the Addition of frefh 
JFuel. 

Can any higher Example of Intatuatfon appear in 
Stoiy than this, that Protcflants ftioukl apply them- 
ifelves to a Popifli Prince, to proteft the Protefbnt 
Religion, the Religion, which that veiy Prince 
had fupprefs'd in his own Dominions ? That Englifh 
JPrdteftants, who received and fuccour'd fo many of 
the Frencby that fled to them to enjoy their Religi- 
x)n, ft\oukl themfdves fly to Frsnct for Refiige ficwi 
Perfecution? That they fhouM labour to engage a 
JPq)ilh foreign Ppwer to defend their Divide Wor- 
ihip from their own Prince at HonEie» ^ gWPeft 
:. V » 5 , Patroa 
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P^tr^n and Aflertor qf tlj^t W:oril)ip in t^ whoje

Thefe Calami- 
ties, whatever £bolifli Para^ife the in&tuated Con<f 
ipirators m%kt have dreamt o£; muft have been the 
neceifary C'onftquence of tfa^ King's Fall, and a Fo^ 
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Such an Example of Ingratitude in a Countty rf 
;gpod-natur*d People, fuch Barbarity and Thiift of 
Blood in a civili2;'d Nation, fuch Revenge and me- 
4itated Treafon among Chriftians, whofe Badge 
(rf Diftinftion is mutual Love, wheiy Pfoteftaiits 
<iombin*d with P^ifts to fubvcrt a Ptt)t0fhnt Go^ 
vemment, and Engliihmcn coofpir'd with Fo- 
reigners, to fubdue and eoflav^ tbetnfelves as well as 
their Neighboulis, and the Pofferity of both^ will 
iippear ib mcxiftrous and unnatursd, that coming Ages' 
might be excus'd, if they looked up^nitall as pmeA- 
ly fiibulous, did tidt the cksffeft and moft coriviu^ 
cing Evidence, that ever accompany'd a Stdry of 
this Nature^ and the full CoaftSion of the Criminds 
themfelves, put it beyond all poffibiKty of doobt- 
ing.

and therefore cannot be fuppos'd to forge and con- 
trive a Cpnfpiracy, and then perjure themfdves, that 
they might deftroy their Friends, and eftablifh z 
Religiop and a Government, whofe mine and 
ILxtirpatipn ^^as their moft paflionate Wifti. 

They were themfelves embark'd and engag'd in this 
horrible Defign of Aflaflinating his Majefty ; they 
were prefeqt at the Confuits, Meetings and Cabak^ 
nyhepe this Yillany was difcourfed and agreed upon, 
and were themfelves forivard to promote it. No 
Threats were us'd on the Part of the Government, 
T/pr any Promifes of Pardon or Reward to induce them 
to accufe any Man unjuftly. Many of thefe Wit- 
nefles were Strangers and imknown to pne another, 
2uid t^efbre could not ppflibly combine together, ei- 
ther to contrive or impofe Afflidion of this Nature 
upon others ; apd as they were Strangers^ to each o- 
ther, fb they caine in to give their Information fe- 
parately and wholly ignoriant of each other's Deiign : 
Yet was there fo great an Harpfiony and Agrcc- 
ipcnt between their feveral Relations in every, not 
only capital and efTential, but even lefs material Parts, 
muiually inlightenii^ and corroborating each other, 
that Demonftration and NdOQ-Pay are pot clearer 
tban this Evidence* 

Andtho' it is not altogether uokpown who were 
fj)f ^rpicipal He^dt and Prompters of this Confpiracy, 
y«^ )^ z^ames pf thpfe only, againft whom there 

V.fir. * W^ 
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yr^ found down-right and pofitive Proof of theif 
being engag'd in this horrid Villany, will be here 
Ifnention'd. 

The Confpirators carried on their trajterous Com- 
jmerce with St. Germains^ till at length the French King 
was prevailed upon to affift the late King James with 
an Army to invade England. And it muft be granted, 
that the Time which' they fix'd upon to put their 
Defign in Execurion, was very favourable and en- 
couraging : For now there were few regular Troops 
on Foot in England or Scotland^ his Majefty's For- 
ces being almoft all employ'd in carrying on in 
Conjunftiop with his Allies, the War againft the 
French King in FUnders : And as for the Militia of 
the Country, the Confpirators had thofe undifciplin*d 
Troops in Contempt, not believing they could make 
the l^ft Stand againft a Veteran Army. They be- 
lieved therefore they Ihould make a Defcent on a 
weak and almoft defencelefs Country ; neither did 
they apprehend any Oppofition that could be made 
at Sea to prevent their Invafion, for they knew that 
a ftrong Convoy was ready in England^ and had recei- 
ved failing Orders to make the beft of their Way to 
reinforce Admiral Rookjx. Cadiz,^ whofe Squadron was 
looked upon as inferiour in Strength to that of the 
French then putting to Sea from Toulon. 

It muft likewife be acknowledged, that in this Con- 
junfture feveral Things concurr'd to make the Body . 
of the People uneafy, though not as the Confpirators 
thought, ready for Rebellion,- namely, the Lofs of 
'\y their 
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jtheir Eaji and JVcJi-India Ship$, that fell into the 
Hands of the French. The NeceiTity of greater 
Supplies for the Support of the Government. The 
Difagreement between En^Und and Scotland about 
$ch«Ties of Trade, and above all, the ill State of the 
fijver Money, which now required a fpeedy Remedy^ 
Our Coin had for ©any Years paft, been gradually 
leffen'd or debas'd, but within tbefe three kft Years 
was fo extr^amly clipp'd and counterfeited, that there 
inay be fome Reafon to believe that beiides the fordid 
Coveteoufnefs of particular Perfons, there muft have 
concurred the diligent Affiftance of our Enenues, who 
by this Tifltms ^ladeavour'd to ftreighten and diftrefs 
the Government : It was fo great and fo capital 9 
Point, that without redreffing thjIspuUick EvU, the 
Government could not have beeo fupported much 
longer; yet theRimedy, the Application pf which 
was abfolutely neceffary, was fo difHcult, and the 
Ways to come at it fo intricate and einbarrafs'd that 
whatever Means of Redrefs Ihould be agreed upon, yet 
the bed muft have be^n attended with great Confudoii 
and Diforder ; whence^ as they apprehended, fuch 
Tumults and Diftraflioas would certaint)^ &lbw> aai 
would favour the Inva(ion> and foon overwhelm fuch 
a difturb*d aud difcontentqd Kingdom. 

It was obferv'd before, that two Sorts of Men,, 
the Papifb, and that Kind of moderate Proteftants, 
who are neareft to them in Principles and AffedioAsi 
were Enemies to his Majjej[^ and his Government* 
It muft npv be remark'd that the Pixxeftants were

fiibdivi4eci into two P^ies^ an^ of which had th^ 
J-owi ^elfor4 for their Head, the ot}i^r the Earl of 
Aiid4Utffn. The firft was the hot a^fl violent Sort, 
^hp h^ the Papifts generally on their Side : Theft 
I^en earneftly ^^Hr'd and ]ahpurisd with Zeal to bring 
b^ck the late l^jing as an abfojut^ Conqueror, withouf 
fi^y papit^lation or Agreem^tf They hop'd to fef 
hin) ridi^ jn TP^^)ph aver thj^ N^l^s of his Oppo- 
ien^ ;^d irjn^ling ui^deir foot his pld Enemies^ 
the L^ws ^nd Rights of the Evglifh Nation. The 
Qti|ier Pjjtyj rho' difaffefted to the Government, and 
yfiXy ^^\X9^ of the late King's Return, yet were not 
^r^pQjPt^ to that extravagant Degree of Delufion, 
is. tp hs W^g to factificej their Religion, Rights 
^i l-ib^i^ ta the WiH of an unlimited Maftcr ; 
ami thi^refore in thieir Conferoaces with the other 
S.kir> about the Means of reftoringthe late King, they 
alwgys oflFer'd fuch Methods a^d ^chemies, as had 3 
Shew at kaft of fecuring their Religion and Liberty, 
in Cafe he p^evajFd ; and thefe, who thus contend^ 
ed for his Reftor^ion on Terms and Compofttion, 
Wi3re fiercely opposed by the other Fadion, who 
:^ili rejioifted their Overtures, and deckim'd loudly 
agaiiiA all Limitations prcf>os'd to hinder an exorbi-* 
ta^ and ck^)Qtick Power in their Prince : For thei^ 
Ve^^ement Men w^ie exceflively fond of ArbitFary 
Dominion ; nor was it only th€ King, but the Ty«^ 
rant that they defir'd. They were unwilling to i«- 
flrain a Power, which they hop'd to make Ufe of, 
fdJt enflaving the Nation, and procuring Dominion 

and 
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tod Riches to thcmfelves. Great Heats and Animcv 
fities rofe between thefe two Parties : The firft were 
moft acceptabk to the late King James and his 
Court ; but the laft were moft confiderable for thdr- 
Number and Intereft. To humour therefore the kft, 
the Earl of Middleton who was fent over to St. Ger^ 
mains to manage their AfBirs, was made Secretary of 
State ; and the Lord Melford^ as if under fome Dif^ 
grace, was order'd to withdraw from Court, that 
the other f aftion might Relieve that they had the Af- 
ccndcncy, and that their Way and Method of re- 
iloring the late King was 4>eft accepted and chiefly 
indfted on ; tho' there is good Ground to condudey 
that all this was nothing but Artifice and Collufion i 
My Lord Melford being ftill in the Secret of the 
late King, and ftill correfponded underhand with 
him. And now by this concerted Invafion and Re- 
bellion, it plainly ap'^rs that the violent and bigot* 
ted Party erf* my Lord Aielford were in the greateft 
Efteem ; that their Scheme of bringing back the late 
King without Terms, was moft approved ; .while the 
others were abus'd and impos'd on by fpecious Affu* 
lances, that the Terms and Limitations, which they 
oflFer'd were very agreeable, while there was no Man- 
ner of Care taken, after the intended Defcent fiiouM 
be made, and the Kingdom over-run with a Foreign 
Army, to fecure either their Religion or their 
Law$« 

SeyerjJl 
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Several Defigns had been laid before this> to inake 
4 Defcent upon England with a Foreign Army, and 
thus to procure the Refloration of the late King, zxui 
we were alraoft every Spring alarm'd by the Enemies 
of the Government threatning the Kingdom with a 
formidable Invafion : But whenever fuch a real Inr 
vafion was intended^ we had always fome Declarations 
pf the late King to facilitate his Reception. In thoie 
Declarations, whatever were his real Intentions, he 
always promifed. great Kindnefs to thcEngliJb NatH 
on ; he thought it his Intereft to footh and foften the 
I'emper of the People by repeated Promifes of main* 
taining the Conftitution of Parliaments, and prote^« 
ing the Proteftant Ileligiqn, with the Rights and 
Liberties of the Subjed ; all whi(;h however he had 
before laboured with great Zeal to fubvert. He feem'd 
to exprefs fonle Senfe of his Errours in his Govenn 
ment, and to make the Peopk le{s zealous to oppofe 
his Return, he declar'd that the pft Offences of all 
Men fhould be pardon'd, provided they made no 
Pppofition to him after his Landing. But now the 
Scene is quite chang'd ; . no obliging Declaration is (el 
forth, no Promife of Pardon publifti'd ; nothing but 
Fire and Sword, and all the lad Effeds of an ab^lute 
Conqueft could be expeded, in Cafe the Invalion 
fliould (ucceed. The late King no bnger pretended 
to retiun upon a t^roteftant Intereft, but by the Pow- 
(r of a Foreign Army wholly composed of old and 
experiencM Troops, no Englipj^ nor Irijhy of whom 
there were then confiderable Numbers in France^ 

being 
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bcitig allow'd to ftwire in this EntHptizif as beih^ 
Idok'd upoA not fo proper to be erhp!dy*d in fubcKi- 
ihg their own Cburttry ; and thefefort, MtotevW* 
that deluded Party might imagine, it is plaih thirf 
riothing lefs ^as defign'd, than an exWli^ BLedu6Hotr 
of thefe Kingdoms by a Foreign Po^lrei*, the Cortfi^r 
fences of which muft imavoidably have bfcen tM 
litter Extirpation of our ReUgiofi, arid thi hticavtrii^ 
file Subverifiori of our Law* and Libeftie$. 

At the latter EAd of the Year 1^9 i, alt Thittgr 
#eie prepared fot i' fudden ItivafioA 6f t^j^tahd, bf 
the fate King JdfM^ at the Head of a poM^^erftU Artftyi 
and marty £;^lijb Malecontefits, ^H& cofifpir'd ^J 
pind thtit Kitig aftd Country ; arid their AfFairy 
Were in the followmg Situation.

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jfohm Friend received a Comnnifion for a Regimeni 
of Horfe, which was very near compkated ; hi^ 
Lieutenant-Coknel, Major, and Captains, being na-* 
med and the Troops almoft full. Sir fTgUium Per* 
i^HS had likewife a Conuniffion for a Regiment of 
Horfe, and had engaged a confideralde Number to &rve 
him in it. He declared his own Troc^ wais whol^ 
ly compofed of old Soldiers, and that fevenl other 
Centleineii well experienced iii Military A£Bur^ Had 
promifed to follow him as Volunteers. CdL Tim* 
fefii as Cheruock^to)d Porter^ had a Ccxmniffion fbr 
a Regiment of Dragoons, which w^ (aid to be uf 
great Forwardnefs. Sir^i^ibAmi/i^i^ had four Troops 
ready : ColL Parksr was to command another 'Re-^ 
giment, and Mr. Cmrwin another ; ^ there was one 
tnore to be rais'd in and about Snffolkj^ where the 
Maiecontents ix)afted they had great Interef(« Many 
Commiflions were delivered to thofe who were na- 
med for their Under-OfEcers. The latej King ha- 
ying fent them Word, that he was ready to make 
a Defcent, the Confpirators were very diligent in pre- 
paring to join him. Some of them took Journeys 
into feveral Provinces of the Kangdom* to agitate 
the difcontented Party, and to acquaint them that 
the late King was on the Point of invading; the^ 
Nation, and ^therefore ftitred them up to\rife in* 
Arms to give him Aififtaace, and to ingagea^ many 
of their Friends, as they hadlntereft in, todbtU 
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ftOc. But it cannot be cxpefted, that a full and 
particular Account of the intended Infurredion 
ihojad be publiftied to the World, many of the 
ConfJ)irators:bfeing:abfcoQded and fled fromjuftice, 
and many being not y^; brought to their Trial. It 
may fuffice, thajt this Confpiracy has been abun-. 
dantly proved, and at laft owned by all, or at leaft, 
denied by none of irhef; Criminals, who have fince 
moft defervedly been condenmed and executed for 
this deteftable Plot againft the King and Kingdom. 
It was the general Difcourfe among the late King's 
Fadion, that they would univerfally take up Arms, 
audit is very natural to believe it, and at this 
time the Gonfpirators in London were very aftive, 
and determined to pu(h on their Defign to £xe«- 
ciition. 

Not withftanding the various concurring Incidents, 
which I h^ve named before, extremely favgur^d the 
intended Invafion and Infurreftion, and were indeed 
a great Temptation and Encouragement to the under- 
taking of the one and the other, yet, whether it 
proceeded from the Dread of his Majefly's Wif- 
dom and Courage, or from the cautious Counfels of 
the late King, it was refolved to put nothing to 
hazard, but to make their Succefs fuiie by one 
fingle Strokcy without whfch, they were not har- 
dy enough to invade his . Kingdom, though they 
knew there was little, there but his (ingle Perfon 
to defend it, his Forcejj being, as faid bdfore, em- 
ployed ix) JFlanders*

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And notwichfbnding aD great Princesr ^ vali» 
ant Commanders, as well from the Cknerofity of 
their Nature, as from a due Regard to the Safecy 
and common Intereft of aU thofe wha ate advaiK 
ccd to fo hi^ a Station, have ever idihoned fuch 
a bafe and horrible Enterprize, as the A(Iaflk»- 
rion of any pubCck Perfon, much more of a Kingt 
and a brave Adverfary, yet their Succefs in this !»• 
vafion and InfurrcAion was looked i^on at St. Gir^ 
mains to be of fuch Importance to their Af^ 
fiirs, that Humanity yielded to Maxims of StttCf 
and fo great a Kingmuft faR by Villains, as if no 
Hopes were left of fubduing him any other Way. 

The Aflaffination of the King of GrfM-BrkMm 
being therefore concerted and agreed upon by tke 
Engli(h Court at St. Germainsy as a Thii^ -erf" ab* 
folute Neceflity, to give Succefs to the intended 
Invafipn. The next Thing confidered was a fit 
Perfon to -manage an Afiur of this Nature^ and of 
fuch great Confcquence. Coll. Pdrkp^^ a Perfonof 
a difTdhite Life^ a hot and reftlefs Temper, and di.. 
itinguifhed from others by his remarkable and uh"* 
conunon Wickednefs, was by his bkxxly IHtncipleSf

It was but a fe*r Days preceding this Saturiaj 
the i'^thdt Fcbmarj i^95i on which the Confpi- 
fatofs rtfc*red to put in Executicw their intended 
WickediKfef when Divkie Providence, which had 
Watch\i over his Maj^fty fiom his Infancy, guarding 
his precious Life, prote&ing his Interefts> and deliver- 
ing him from the- g«eateft Streights andDifficulties, 
th&t-l^e might at hft fet Iiunlup ^ a great Deliverer 
of 6p{»tis*d and injur'd Nations,, was plea$'d to 
touch the Hearts of fbok of the Confpirators, and 
caufe them to refleft with Horror npon the Tragical 
' Bufinefs that was carrying on, and the terrible Con- 
fequen^s which muflrof Neceffity attend it, upon 
which they refolv'd to eafe their unquiet Minds, and 
to prevent the Execution of the Pbt by a timely 
Difcoveiy. 

The firft of the -Con^irators who difcover'd the 
Treafbn was Captain Tijherj who came to the Earl 
of Fmland on Tuefdaj the i ith of Febr$tarjj and 
acquaintied him with the Defign of taking away the 
•King's life, and named feveralof the Perfons who 
: were conccm'd in it j but he could riot then inform 
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himinwhat Matukr it was.codcertejf iior w|iai^ I|!N)r

Captain iFi/irr had been with him be£bj« on ^fyfi^ 
^Errand, and told him that heqtmeto SBvedtQ Iwt 
on important Secret, namely, a Defign ^gainft his 
Majefty's Lift: He told the Earl that indeed be was 
a Koman Catholick, but that he did not chink that

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taj^ Rdigioii ctmld )uftify (o gr«it a Wickednefs/ 
and thotfore fiom Principles of Chriflianity> and 
Probity, he thought Unifelf (AEgcd, by rcvealing^^ 
this Matter, to pitvcnt the Kiitg's ftUlng into ther 
kiiiids of the Conipirators. But he acquaimed hka 
at the feme time, that the Confpfcaiors were |i^ 
Pffends, and, that from one of them he had re- 
ceived great OUigations, and| th^itfbre, though lie 
thought himfelf ' bound in Duty ahd Confciente to* 
toAt this Dtfcbiery, to prefcrve hb Mafeft/s Lif^ 
yet be likrvrife thought hknfelf tEoder Obligations 
of Honour and Gratitude, not to betray his Friends; 
and therefore declared, his Kelblution was not X0 
make known their Names; or to appear an Evidence 
againft them. He thetv defired the Lord Portlptdn 
as he tendered his Majefty's Life, to prevail witl^ 
him not to go to Richmond on the Morrow, alTu- 
rif^ him, that the Conipirators had prepared a]) 
Things to afl&ufehim in his Return. It ought ,t(y 
be taken notice of, for the Reputation of this C^n-^ 
tkman, as to the Credibility of his Teftimony, that 
the meer Abhorrence of fuch a Villanous f>engn* 
was the only Motive that induced liim to make it 
kndwn to theCourt* 

His Majefty being made acquainted with the 
Diiicovery, which Captain Fi/ber and Mr. Pender^ 
grsfi had made to the Earl of PmUndy received 
but Kttfc Impreflion from it ; the Obftruftion he 
met with about giving Credit to wliat they had 
related, proceeded not only from his fearlefs and 

unihakctt 
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tmihaketi Tempery and the Opinkm he hadreceiv'cl 
of the EngUfi Honour and Biaveiyi which make 
Men abhor a vile and bloody Adion> but likewifir 
from the Princely Goodnefs and Benignity of his 
Nature > fixun which he entertained too good 
Thoughts of the worft of his Enemies ; and be* 
fideS) it was not eafy for him to beUeyey that thoe 
could be found in a Kingdoint that owed to him 
the Prefervation of their Religions Liberties> and 
every Thing that is dear to a fi-ee Pe(^Ie> any fuch 
Monfters of Ingratitude^ as would atten^t to take 
away his Life in fo barbarous a manner^ which he 
liad freely and fiequently hazarded for their Sakes; 
this appeared to him fo unnatural and incredible> that 
he was with great Difficulty^ and not till he was o- 
Veibom with Importunity prevailed with to lay by 
his Defign of gdng to Richmond on the Satm^ 
JUj^ and to remain at Home in his Palace at Kmt^ 
Jmffan. Thefe Things I likewife had fixxn the 
Mouth of the Earl of Portland. 

^ The next Man> who voluntarily gave tnfbr«^ 
maticm of this ConTpiracy, was Mr. do U Rjne^ who 
declared, that he had frequented the Ccxnpany of the 
Confpirators, and made himfelf intimate with themi 
cm defign, when this horrible Produdion was aP 
moft r^y for the Birth, by a timely Difcovery to 
make it abortive. He applied himfelf to Brigadier 
Lcwfiny and acquainted him with the intended Vit'

^y fome few Days after Captain Fijber and 
Mr, FftuUrgrap had been on the iame Deiign with 
the Lord Portland^ but not one of the three was in 
the leaft acquainted wieh the Intentions of either 
erf* the others to jeveal the Confpiracy ,* and though 
'IMx. de U Rhc ^Yt his Information without know- 
ing that Captain Fijber and, Mr. Pendergrafs had 
done the like be^pre y yet his Story (o fully con- 
firmed that of the other two> agreeing cxadly with 
them in all the material Particulars^ that his Ma)efty« 
notwithflanding his unlhaken Conilaiicy, and his 
great Averfion for the Reafons above-named, to be- 
•lieve this execrahie Ptot, which fo nearly concerned 
his own Life, was by this concurrent Teftimony 
of U Em€» at laft perf waded of the Truth of 
it. 

On Pridaj the nft of FehrHarjy at Night, his 
Majefly was pleas'd to admit Mr. Pendergrdfs and 
Mr. de U Rue feverally in his Prefence, and heard 
tnem rekte what they had told the Lord Portland be- 
fore* concerning the Confpiracy. Mr. Pendergrafs 
difcovered the Plot in general, to prevent his Ma- 
jefty filling into the Hands of the Confpirators, 
but withal, declared, as he had dope the Week be- 
fore to the Lord PortUmdy that it was his pofitiye 
and fetded Refolution, not to mention Names, or 

at any Time to become ah Evidence againft 
ihein^ 
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He continued in this Refolution in^ith gfUC 
ftedfaftnefe, 'tiU his Majefty lifcd fuch c6iiVind% 
Arguments, as prevail'd with hihi to 'rtdcde 4i^dm

The King told, him that he had indeed fttcWn^hwi- 

felf a Man of Probity and Honour; tteit^Ttod 
great Obligations to hirti for the timely Cait^he'haB 
taken to reveal a Defign that fo nearly conccm'S his 
Life ; but he Ihew'd him withal, thit uhlefs^he we«t 
further in his E>ifcovery, and made him 'adquifaitecf 
with the 'Names of the Cortfpirators, he ^vouU n<Jt 
put him into a Condition of preferring hinMHf againft 
them : That the Deteftion of the Treaf6n fc* g^neril 
might indeed render his Majefty fulpiciousoPaO'Mcft^ 
but would be ho Security agaiAft'any that ifttended -to 
take away his Life ; and that the Confpirators might 
change the Method andOfder of thfeir "Defign^ as 
' well as the Tiriie and Place t>f ' JE^tecution ; aifiij tficre-* 
fore that Mr. Pender grafi by difcovering thc^-CoAlJ*- 
racy, while he conceaFd the Nitrties of the' QMS^^ 
rators, would fall fhort of his own IntentioDr wfeick 
was to preferve the King's Life, it being impoffiUe 
'that his Majefty could be in Safety, untefi the dsSi^" 
nte Undertakers of this Dlrfign againft'him, *ri« 
made known arid fecur*d. By this juft Rttftmiiig'bf 
his Majefty, Mr, Pendergrafs was at bft oVefidrfie ^ 
and being convinced of theabfolute Neceffity 6f going 
further in this Difcovery, to enable his Majtfty to 
provide for his Safety, he wrote down the Names of 
many of the Confpirators, which he-delivered to the 

Lord 
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Ldtci P&rtU^; but not 'till his Majefty had given 
^s 'Honour that he ftiouM not, utilefs he pleased, be 
us'd as an Evidence againft them. This InfbnnaticMi 
Ufo I ceceiv'd from the Earl of Pmland^ 

On SaiHtday the 1 5 th of February the Confpira- 
^tocs concluding that his Majefty, according to his 
(Cuftom, would go to Richmond to hunt> they had 
^prepar*^ all Things, and were ready fo mount for the 
'Execution of their deteftableProjeft, but having re- 
ceived an Account that the-King did not go abroad that 
•Day, they were oblig'd to waitfor another Opportu- 
nity, ancf therefore they refolv'd .to perpetrate their 
"Treafon on the SatHrdaj following.

Thisftruck a fud- 
den Damp and' Coriftemation among the Gonipira^r 
low, whb how concluded their Defign was difco^- 
yeped, and every one began to caft i)out for hi$

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own Security ; yet notwithftanding they faw thdr 

Defign was fruftrated, and could not but refled 
upon the great Danger they werjB in, fuch was their 

implacable Malice, that they could not part till they 
had drank feveral difloyal Healths : This dode, they 
dilpers'd, and every Man took Care for his own 
Safety. Durat^ had given the fame Intelligence to 
Sir George Barclay^ who, upon this InfcHp^i^tion, 
fent Word to his Party, that the King not intex^*; 
ipg to go abroad that Day, there would l^e pp Qc-^ 
cafion for their Service ; and foon after Sir Geerft 
Ipoking on their Defign ^ at an End, tppk .Care 
f p withdraw, and conceal himfelf* 

And now having ifet thef? Matters in their true 
Light, aifd given an impartial and fincere Account^ 
how all Things pafs'd from the firft forming of this 
Coofpiracy againft the King and Kingdopu tq thq 
Jiappy Difcovery and Difappointmcnt of it, it is 
hoped, there is no farther need of reinforcing the

All who ar^ cipsiAe of Obiervation, and can 
judge of publick Afiairs, muft plainly fee, that his 
Majefty can have no Intereft of his own, feparate 
from that of thefe Kingdoms ; and we have all the 
Reafon in the WorU to believe, that he has the 
Publick Good always in his View, ^ hath not 
&ird at any time of doing his Part to procure it 
according to the Advantages and Opportunities that 
God hath made him Mafter oG and we cannot but 
think, that he looks on himfelf as obliged in Honour 
and Confcience to purfiie it and no other. n 

But it is not fit that every Peribn fhoyld call 
his own the Kingdom's Intereft^ and meafure and 
determine of the Publick by his own private Be- 
nefit. The King knows he is the conunon Far : 
ther of the Country, and, as fuch, is to ccmfult* 
procure and advance the Good of his People, that 
i$> their Good in general, with r^ard to their Af- 
fairs Abroad, as well as thofe at Home, and re- 
Ipeding Time to come, as well as the prefent, and this 
he has been hitherto, and is ftill doing, nc^with-: 
jftanding the Cenfures of fome, that are partial nar-i

nued only by the Favour and Clemency of their 
new Sovereign ; whether, I iay, this had not been 
the beft of this Nation's Fortune, even * upon fup^ 
pofal of no manner of Refiftance. 

And whether, had this Foreign Army been op^ 
pos'd with Force, this Kingdom would not have 
welter'd in its own Blood, and been engaged in a 
Civil War more unextinguiihable and devouringf. 
than any former one whatever, by being fomented 
by a powerftil Enemy from Abroad, who would un- 
doubtedly have found in it his Account, at Jeafl» 
when the beft Blood in England had been Ipilt in 
thefe inteftine, cruel Quarrels. 

In a Word, let it be confidered, whether ehe. 
Condition of this Nation, either by a tame an4 
peaceable Submiffion, or by an obftinate and fierce 
Refiftance, had not been unexpreffibly calamitousi 
and miferable, and whether this had not been inevi- 
tably its Condition, had God permitted his JVlar.

; Thefe Things are fit to be recommended to. the 
Conflderation of all his Majefly's Subjefts^ of what 
Perfuafions and Opinions foever; nor fhould webt 
out ofHopeS) that even the ^iRMrCatholkksthem* 

ielve^ 
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felvcS) who arc now at kifure to confider^ and are 
freed a little from thofe Heats and Refentments^ 
which crafty and feducing Leaders had defignedly 
in^ir'd into them> will now look back upon what 
Part they were to have born in this Afiair, with 
fome Horrqur and Aftonilhment. They muft needs 
know, they owed their Country better Things than 
. Slavery and Deftrudion ; and though they would 
notj or could not fee their Duty, through the Rage 
of Revenge, or blinded with ambitious Hopes, or 
mifguided by a fille Zeal, yet now it is expeded, 
they fhould, in their cooler Temper^ relent, and 
come to their Senfe again ; renounce their pernici- 
ous Principles, and fhew all Tokens of Repentance, 
by a more dutiful and fubmiffive Carriage for the 
Time to come. They might, one would think, 
believe and fee the Providence of God intended them 
more Good by the Difappointment of the late De- 
fign, than they deferved ; it being nothing proba- 
bkj that their Families and Eftates fhouki have ef- 
caped better than their Neighbours, either .under 
the Fury of an undiftinguiihing Army, or the Dq- 
miniop of an Arbitrary Foreigner; and the Ufe 
which thcfe People fliould make of this Difcoverj^, 
fhould be to give the Nation fome good Proof, 
that they have recovered the Temper of Englijfi- 
men, and though they ferve not God in the fame 
Temples, and with the fame Rites, yet, that they 
will be as peaceable and as quiet as the reft of his 
Majefty's Subjeds, and retain an equal Value and 

Efteem 
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JEfteem fot the good Laws, Liberties, dhd Hoiiottf 
bf their Countiy. 

There is great Rcafon to Believe, diat his Ma- 
jefty is willing to befpeak them in -this, rithsr thm 
in any louder or harlher Tone, and would admonifh 
them to try by a more dutifid and pfruderit Con- 
duft, to juftify in. part the Favour he has «fhowri 
them hitherto, and fuffer him accordirig tohis Dit 
pofitiort, ftill to per{ift in mitigating the R^our 
of fome Statutes made againft them. 

This is alfo what hisMajefty's other difaf&fted 
Subjefis Ihould endeavour : They have hitherto af- 
liimed in common with the reft, the Title of good 
•Proteftaiits, and good Effgli/b-men, which dl the 
World believes they will never defefve^ by calling 
in, and joining with, Md giving up their Country 
to a Popfjh Army, and therefore they ought to 
make thefe Titles good, by other forts of Proofo 
better becoming good Subjefts and good ChrifH- 
ttns ; that they draw not down upon their Heads 
the Vengeance of more fevere Laws, and indeed the 
Indignation of all Mankind, there being not the 
leaft Countenance of any of the Church rf En^ 
gland's Principle, of which they pretend themfelves 
the only pure and ftanding Part, to juftify their 
fiftious Stubbomefs and Difobedience^ much lefs 
their traiterous Pradices. 

As for the reft of his Majefty's good Sub)e6tsf 
there is no doubt they will> and do confider the 
Confequences of his Death at fuch a Timei had

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God permitted it, as wicked Traitors had deviferf ,^ 
and fure it cannot be but with great Content and 
Satisfaftion, that his Majefty has heard and feenthesn 
from the higheft to the loweft, detefting ^ fuck 
villainous and unnatural Treafons, returning Thanks 
to God for his Deliverance, and univerfaUy affocia-' 
ting in the Defenfe and Prefervation of his Life and 
Government. Therewas no Caufe to doubt of thcif 
Affection and Zeal before, but fince his Majefty 's E- 
nemies, :^inft their Will and Purpofe, have given his 
good Subjeds a new Occafion of demonftrating to all 
the World their exeiiiplary Care and Concern for hii 
Security, fo there is no Reafon to doubt, but that 
his Majefty does accept of thefe Expreflions of their 
Zealand Loyalty, with the greateft Satisfaftion, and 
Vill in return, do every Thing that can be expeiS- 
ed from him, for the Defenfe and Preferv'ation of 
eheir Country, Laws and Liberties, and the Re- 
formed Religion, againft all Enemies whatfoever.'

Moft of 
this Defign w^s imparted to the Deponent, by Par^ 
feri he alfo was in the Company of Cher^tockj^ Sir 
WilUam Perkins^ Porter^ and Stvwy three or four 
Times, when it was talked oq, tho\;igh Qhermck^ dl^ 
ten told himf that he believed the Defign wouk} 
come to nothing.

The chief of thefe Con- 
fpirators, as the Deponent was informed by Captain 
Pmtery and Lieutenant IGng^ were. Sir George Bar" 
elajj Chernockji and Porter^ which procured their 
feveral Numbers. Sir George Barclaj was the Com- 
mander in Chief, having brought over from France 
^ Commiffioh from King Jamesy which as they tokl 
this D^nent, was to attack the Prince of Orange 
his Perfon, in Winter-Quarters, which Commiffioh 
was interpreted by a Council of War, held at St. 
Cermainsy to take oflF the King by what Means they 
jpould ,• to which End he came into England with a 
Brkadier of King Jamef% Guard, named Rookwood^ 
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and a Sub-Brigadier, with i6 chofen Men out of 
the two Troops, and was rccommepded to Pjfrtjr and 
Chera$ckj as fit Perfons tp confult and advife.with, 
having laid a Scheme, and contrived the Mattci^th^ 
bft Year, and who was dfo to affift Sir George witft 
their Friends to make up a Party ftrong- enough ; 
«nd they went to view the Roads (everd times, and 
to pitch upon the fitted Place to attack the King^s 
Perfon and Guards; as alfo Dmaitce^ Kiffg^ and 
Knightly went ^eral times cowards Brehtfrrd, JUclh 
moftd, and Turnham^reen^ to the £une Purpose, as 
Kiffg and Pmer. tdd this Deponents ind he- was ask* 
ed to go wkh them ieveral times, but ht negkftql 
it, wl^ they wouU have ihewed him the fevenj 
Ways and Places they propoTed fix the iEKenitiap 
of this wicked Defign, vix,. by an Ambufcade near 
the King's Houfe at Richmendy wkh a Party of 
Horfe at a diftance to come up and attack the Cuaids 
upon notice fi'om the Ambufcader's Fire, or ail to 
attack his Majefty by Day all on HorTeback^ c^r^ 
But at laft it was agreed to do k at Pertev^t oU 
Place, as he toU the Deponent, which was at the 
End of the Lane in the Night, coming into Turn^ 
ham^Greenj which was to be done, viz*.

At the fame time of thei^ Hogue Bufinels, CoUonel 
Parker fent this Examinant to Mr. Hpinum^ to fee 
what he would do for King Jamts^s Service : The faid 
Holman told this Examinant, he had heard a good

This Examinant iaith, TlMoncEdmo»ds^Wc2iVCx 
in Bru^wafer'S^marCy firfl: brought this Examinant 
into Sir John Friend's Acquaintance, about four 
Years ago : That this Examinant hath been very in^ 
timate with Sir John Friend fine e that time. Father, 
JT^myS;! asking this Examinaitt if he knew any rich 
Citizens, that would be hearty in King y^w^/s Ser- 
vice, this Examio^t named Sir John Friend; and 
thereupon the fiid Harrifin writ to Melford in Sir

This Ex- 
aminant faw the Commiflion in Sir John Friends 
Hands, it was upon Paper printed, with a little Seal 
in the Margin, Sign'd James R. and Counter-fign'd 
Melfort. That Sir John Friend feemed to be well 
pleafed with it, and told this Examinant he (hould be

IW E N T to fee Mr. HarrifMgL little after Sir 
Ge&rge Barclay czmtixom France^ who tdid me^ 
that there might be fomething done in a little time^ 
which I forgot in my former Depofition, and which 
might be an Imrodudion to King James's Reflora- 
tion. I ask'd after what manner that BuCnefs could 
be effefted; and after fome Paufe he told me. That if 
King James could not come time enough, his Friends 
might bum the Navy FiSHalUng-Office, wherein the 
Provifions for the Mouth lay, which might retard 
the £»g-///i& Fleet from getting to Sea for a confidera-* 
ble time* I told him, being amaz'd to hear fuch 
Words proceed from a Priefl's Mouth, that it was not 
prafticable, and if it were, there would be few fbui^ 
that would run the Rifque. He told me, that he 
Vould have me as forward in the King's Service as any 

Many 
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Man, and that he was told by a Gentleman^ and a very 
good Officer^ that if he was but Aire of a hundred 
Horfe, he would end the War in a Fortnight's mat* 
1 anfwer'd, That the Gentleman might know a great 
deal more than I, but that helioved ^o be done not by 
a r^ular War, nor according to the true Laws of 
Honour or Arms, but by fome other MeanSy which 
I was afraid even to harbour ih my Thoughts; I faw 
Mr. Bertram once in the City, andif I am not mif- 
taken, Mr. i^i/!&fr was in the Houfe at the fame Time^ 
and in the lame Room ; he call'd me into the next 
Room, and I ask'd him^ before he could fpeak to me/ 
if lamnotmiftaken, Whyldidnotfeehimof a long 
while> and that I was afraid he was upon fbme del^ 
perate Defigh ; He made rtie little of no Aiifwei', hot 
Ulrilh'd he had feeri me fooner,or Words to that Effeft ; 
and I beg'd of him for God's fake, if he were dipp'c^ 
to fly, and riever be concerned fiuther. This is what 
occurs to my Memory concerning the Aflaffinatioii 
and Invadon. 

As to the Seizing the Teoi/rr, t fhall only add, that 
I have heard Sir John Friend fay. That upon an Inva- 
fion, if ever the fhnding Troops went out of the 
TdTwery and the Hamlet Militia were entrufled witfi 
the fame, the Veteran Troops fhould hardly ever re- 
enter ; and that he was as well affured of my Lonl 
Lucas's Lieutenant Colfonel, as he was of any Man 
in England.

. J- Enfign of Foot under the ktfc King Jamei 
in Ireland 'y That he has fervedfiuce iii the Second 
Troop of his Guards in FrOMeti That about thd 
14th of JanHory laft, N* S. Yss^jAms fent fi* 
this Informant and ^Sforr his Comrakk ; That King 
Jamei fpoke with them iii:thfr„ltte'Qucen*s Bcd^ 
Chamber, and tdd this Infdnnam» that he had ad 
Opportunity of doir^ fomethlhg fcr him^ being 
Very fenfiUe he had ferv'd him wctt; That he would 
(end him into £^^4^, wherb.be ihouldbefubiift^ 
ed, and that he wai to foHow Sir 6eci^ BarcUift 
Orders, and in fo doihg;^ that he woiild take care 
of him : That he had oixlered rfteftn Money for theif 
Journey, which they fhouW recttvi ftoih Mr. C^ 
roll (who is Sed^tary. to the la(ce QutehO King 
James told this Informant furtlwri That he fhoidd 
find Sir Gewtgt BwrcUej every MmuUj and ThurJ^ 
dajy between Six and Sev^ at Night, in Gtyvent^ 
Garden-S^Horei and that they might know hifli 
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by a White Handkerchief hanging out of his Coat- 
Pocket : King James pulling a Lift out of his 
Pocket, told this Informant, when he was in Eng- 
land he muft go by the Name of Jenkins, and 
Hare by the Name of Guinnej. Colonel Parker 
was by, all the Time when King James fpoke to 
this Informant ; and by the King's Order Colonel 
Parker went with this informant and his Comrade 
to Mr. CaroWs ; and Mr. Caroll told them, that the 
King had ordered them Ten Louif d'Ors a-piece, 
which would be enough to carry thto ovei: ; and 
if they fliould chance to be Wind-bound, tit Tiad 
writ to the Prefident Tojfe at Calais^ to fumifti 
them with Money for their Subfiftance ; and accord- 
ingly they wetit to' Calais j and flaying there fome 
Time for a Wind, their Landlady was paid by 
the faid Prefident, who alfo fent Captain Gill to 
them (who is Mafter of a ChaloHpe, that is us'd 
to go to and fro for Intelligence). The Wind 
coming fain they embarked on Board the faid Cha* 
loupei about Nine in the Morning, and fail'd along 
the French Coaft down as low as Bologne^ and a- 
bout two in the Afternoon, they flood direftly for 
England, and about one of the Clock next Morn- 
ing they. Unded in Kent, near the Houfe of one 
Hmt. Captain Gill^ with about Fifteen of his Men 
went a-ftiore with them (leaving only two Boys 
in the VelTel they arai'd tliemfelves like Sokliers, 
each having his Fire-lock and Collar of Bandileers; 
they were carried to Mr. HHnt[% Houfe, who 

pro-; 
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provided them with Horfes : There was a Perfon 
there in the fame Houfe, who was going over for 

France ,* they did not fee him, but Hum carried 
fbmc Meifages between them, about exchanging 
Guineas for Louis d*Ors. They continued at Hunt's 
Houfe 'till three in the Morning i fand as foon as 
the Horfes came, they mounted, and rid away to 
Teuker*s Houfe at SandwayLancy where they ar- 
rived about Eight of the Clock, and from thence 
they went, as they were direded, to Charles Crofs*% 
at Rochejier : Berke^head came to them at Teuker'% 
Houfe, and came tp them to Rochejier^ where they 
arriv'd bout Seven next Morning ; and they came 
from thence together in the Gr^vefendrCo^icYiy and 
fo took Boat for London. 

This Informant fays further. That the next 
Night after they came to London^ he and his Com- 
rade Hare went to look for Sir George Barclay in 
Covent-Garden-Squarey as they were direded, but 
jpifs'4 of him, which they were furprized at.

That he and his Comrade 
niet one Evening near the Did in Cavem-Gardenf 
with Mr. Holms, Mr. C^/, Mr. Richardfin, and 
Mr. Handford, 41ms Brown ; that their Difcourfe 
yi^ pf keeping themfelves iq their Lodgings, an4 
)U)t /lir out in the Dayrtimef 
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The Pcrfons that this fnformant remembers have 
come out of Froffce within three Months are. 

Sir George BarcU^^ who went from St. Germalns 
in December laft ; it was then given out. that he was 
gone to Paris to be cur'd of a Ckp. 

Major Holmsy who this Informant fuppofes qune 
along with Sir George Barctap for he did not fee 
him after Sir George Barclay was faid be gone to 
Paris^ 

Cajfels and Richard/on went off next, the for- 
mer giving out, that he would go for the Scotch 
College, and try fomething elfe, fince the Profefli-r 
on of a Soldier was not more favourable to him ; and 
Richardfin likewife declared, that he was now weary 
of the Service : Cajfels belonged to the firft Troop 
of Guards commanded by the Duke of Berwic/^t 
and Richardfin to the fecond Troop of Guards com^ 
manded by the Earl of CUncartj. 

And when this Informant and his Comrade came 
away, (who were both of the fecond Troop of 
Gdards commanded by the Earl of Clencartj i) they 
alfo gave out they were weary of the Service. 

C2L^wn Counter^ who was lately made Brigadier 
of the Guards, came over after this Informant.

After thefe came over Brigadier RoojQf;oody and 
Bernardiy which laft was upon the Lift iov Lieute- 
nant Colonel's Pay at 15 Sols a Day. 

Mr. Hnngate liv*d at Paris^ and had an ADow- 
apce; he was Nephew to Colonel HungatCj who 
•v^as talk'd of to have a Regiment of Dragoons 
whenever the King flioul4 land. 

Mr. Blackkurne^ a Lancajhire Gentleman, who 
c^e out of England laft Spring> and had 10 d. a 
Day allowed him at St. Germains. 

There came over likewife Mr. H^ndford of the 
fecond Troop of Guards, who came over with 
Mr. HsMgate* 

There came over likewife Mr. Bailjy and Mr. Tho" 
roldy hm thofe Two ci^ne over as Men of Service 
to be employed in Colonel CHrwin'% Regiment of 
Horfe, and to put it upon a good Foot; BmIj 
quitted the Poft of a Liei^tenant in the Grand Prior*s 
Regiment. 

The reft were to be under Sir George Barclaf% 
Command, and had falfe Names given thena to go 

This Informant fays further, That on SA$ftrday 
the Aflaffination was defign'd (as he underftood 
afterwards), he went to Brigadier RoolQVood*s Lodg- 
ings, and he had not been there long, before Ber-' 
fiardi came in ; he found them in a Hurry, and 
ask'd what it was they were going about j Mr. Rook;: 
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wood told him, if he would go to Mr. Counter^ 
he would teU him ; whereupon this Informant went 
to Mr. Counter^s Lodgings, at a Confedioner's over- 
againft the T^ree'Tun^Tavern in Holhourny where he 
lay by the Name of Rfimfij : He found him at 
Home, and he told him he had Orders for him from 
Sir George Barclay ; and that he and Mr. Hare muft 
be ready inftantly, and go to Turnham^Green at the 
Sign of the ff^oUpacI^ (as near as he can remember) • 
There were then prefent Major Holms, Mr. Knight- 
ly, and Mr, King. Major Holms told this Infor- 
mant, that his Horfe and Mr. Harems ftood at So^ 
merfit'Houfey and he told Knightljy that Mr. Hun^ 
gate^s Horfe ftood there likewife ; and Mr. Knightly 
ipoke to this Informant, to take care of Hungate^s 
Horfe, fince they ftood all together, which he pro- 
mifed to do.

That another Time 
walking in Red-Lion-Fields with Major Ijrwickji Ma- 
jor Bernardiy aud Captain Rookif^oody they confider- 
ing what a barbarous Thing it was, Lowicl^ faid, 
lie would obey Orders, and fure Sir Gtorge Barclay 
waJd not undertake it without Orders ; Captain 
Hookif^ood often repeated, that the King fent him 
tPr obey Sir George Sarcl/^'s Orders : Bemardi faid 
the fame, as alfo did the Informant, and Lowkl^z* 
gain faid, he would obey. 

This Informant fays further. That all the Perfons 
before-mentioned, except Bjerljy Bailp and TharoU^ 
had Horfes and Arms delivered them by Sir George 
ParcUfs Order. 

TUs Informant fays further. That he and Hare 
had feveral Meetings with Richardfin^ C^ellsy and 
others, but did not talk about the Bufinefs till the 
Friday following ; At which Time this Informant

Caffells 
repKed, He muft ftay with that Party he was ordered 
with. This Informant then went to his Lodgings 
to acquaint liis Comrade with the Orders given 
them; and the next Day, being Saturdajfj the iid 
of FebrHarjy about Nine in the Morning, Major 
Holms came to them, and told them, they muft 
be ready prefently; and he bid this Informant go 
to Captain Counter for Orders ,* and Major Holms 
gave each of them a Guinea, to pay for their Horfes. 
This Informant then went to Captain Counter^ and 
found Captain Rookjvood with him. Counter told 
this Informant, he was to be one of Rookwoodl% 
Party \ and Rookwood gave this Informant a Lift of 
Nam^, and faid to him, Jaughing, He would make 
him his Aid-de-Camp : In that Note were the 
Names of this Informant, Hare^ Handford^ and Blackz 
burne^ with Captain Rookwood*s Name at the Top ;

Major Drwict^ 
faid further. Gentlemen, you have (J /. a Day al- 
lowed you, but I have not a Farthing, and yet I 
bring three Men upoii my own Charge. This Iiw 
formant faying. That was hard, and wondering that 
he did not fpeak to Sir George Barctaj ^hom it; 
ZoM^/ri^ anfweitd, fihce Sir George Barclaj/ did not 
do it of himfelf, he would not trouble him. Ma- 
jor Z;(w«ri^ likewife toldjthem, that he had Notice 
given him two or three Days before, by one //iir-

. This Informant fays further, That he changed his 
Lodgings that Night, and went and lay with Mr. 
Rookwood and BernarMy for two or three Nights

SqiMrei and s^erthat RDokwood and Bernards yrtnt to 
the other End of the Town, near the Tower j where 
they were taken and piit into the Compter; and this

Order to it, he had a Commiffion to levy Men^ and 
grant out fubordinate Commiflions for a Regiment of 
Horfe, and did ask if I would accept of one, which 
I accordingly did ; he likewifc faid he would fee me 
as often as he could, and that Captain Porter and I 
Oiould receive Direftions from Time to Time. Up- 
on fevcral Meetings, and having received my Com- 
miflion, I underftood what Captains were to be in 
the Regiment, which were, Captain Porter, Sir Wil^

Anns> but had befpc^e fonie of one Pe^^ a Gun* 
fmith, who (aid I fhould have them eeady ^ ^ Weeb 
warning. 

After Parkgr^ having made his Efcape, and getting 
into France^ Mr* Chemocl^ came to me^ fome time 
before the King's going to i%i«ifr/9 and ^ud^ He had 
fomething to propofe to me, and defired me to go 
along with him, which I did; and he brought me 
to one Mr* fPini/y who faid, He expeded a Com*r 
miflion from King James to feize King WiUu^ ; 
accordingly we went to the Chocokte-Houfe in St^ 
yames'S'flreet, and after fome Difcourfe about the 
Commiflion he faid he expefted, we appointed ano?

into his Hands> (to the beft of my Remembrance it 
was Deal) which might give us Shelter whik we 
might find Opportunity to carry him into France by 

Shipping. I muft confefs I did fee very little Proba- 
bility in what he faid ; neither did I believe that he 
would receive any fuch Commiflio^ as he faid he ex- 
pe&ed ,• (for about two Years fince, I remember I 
faw Sir George Barclay ^ith Colonel Fount aine^ and 
Mr. Porter I Sir Geo^e was then going over to 
France^ and it was the only time that ever I faw him ^ 
ancl then Captain iP^^rr and I diddefire^ that if King 
yames defired any fuch thing as feizing of King IVilr, 
li^y he would fend over a CoipmifCon and a Pardon 
withal, in Cafe of an Accident : Which MeffageSir 
George carried over> and King yames refus'd to fend 
it.)

ffsue^ and Sir tnUism Perkins was there; and during 
the Time of our being theres one caQ'd SirWiUum 
.out, and Sir WiUi4m call*d out Pmer^ who come in 
and faid There was a Gentleman who could hdp us 
in this AfRiir ; who he was I know not, I believe 
Captain Porter may, for I faw him not. But all thb 
prov*d ineffcftual, for the King went away fuddentyt 
and no CommiHion ever came ; and by Letters ftom 
Fmmtdin from FroHce^ I underftood King ymmt 
Was angry that they had us'd his Name to whaf he 
had not promised ; and Porter and I wrote over, by 
his Order, the Truth of the whole Matter. 

Some time after this, Captain Porter j the E-*- of

over fome Propofals to King Jamesj to expedite an 
iBvafion ; and likcwife Captain Pftrter faid, n was 
proper I Ihould be there, for he had engaged for roe :

LeddenhM'fireet^ I found the Pcrfons above nam'cL 
together with my Lord//— — > and one Mr. Cook^i 
the E/Feft of their Confultation Was the fendii^ Mr. 
ChcrnockyfxtYi a McfTage to this Ihirpofc, That if the 
King of France could fpare fuch a Number of Foot, 
and fo many Dragoons* amounting to about 1 i or 
I yooo, or thereabouts in alt ; that then upon Notice 
givcAi t^ every particular Man there was to fitmifli 

fuch 
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fucfa a Number of Horfe, fome more, fome lefs, 
and be ready to foccour the Forces from Fra9$ce when 
landed ; Mr. Chtrn^ck. went and return- d with a Re-r 
filially that Forces could not be Ipared^ Sir John 
fritni and my Lord -/f— — were of Opinion, that if 
King Jaum^ would venture hither only with fome 
(mail Ketinue, he had Friends enough to appear for 
him without any Foreign Forces ; but that was held in 
Doubt. 

I ufed afterwards to fee my Lord vtf-^ I always 
^k'd what News he heard \ He faid when he i^Ceived 
any Orders i ihould know, for he liaving been in 
frmu (as he did not deny) I fuppos'd him not to 
be ignorant of what was intended*; , , * 

And to the bettor fecilitatiog an Inyaffon, Sir John 
Ftifwifhuk^ to fend over a Lift of the Forces* and 
how they were quartered, whai; Ware in Garri(bn^ 
and what othervrays difpos'd of: He having made a 
Miftake in the Accouat> Cobnel Parkgr did by Let- 
ter defire roe to try : if I could; ptocure fuch an Ac- 
count, which I accordingly did of one Gisbon a Clerk 
in the OflSce, and fent it over frequently. 

As to the Efcape of Parktr out of the Tower ^ Sir 
John Femvickj^Yitn I ask'd him how he got away, 
^d how much Money was given, he faid two hun- 
dred Pounds promised, and three Hundred gi* 
ven; for when a Perfon came in, and toU F^kgr 
he had brought him Liberty, and was to have 
1.06/^ he replied you ftiall have 300 /• and it was 

made good to him afterwards.

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Much about the fame Time, I ufed now and then 
with Captain Porter to be with Sir John Fetnvickj 
and it was agreed, that if Colonel Parkgr (hould 
not bring us timely Orders, that what Forces we 
could bring, viz,. Porter and I , we were to take Or- 
ders from Sir John Feffwick^i this we offered him, 
and he kindly accepted ; and he then f^, that he be- 
licv'd that moft oiF my Lord Oxford*% Regiment 
would go to King James : When I told Mr. Para^ 
difi had promifed to bring feven or eight to me, 
and that Mr. Ajnfworth was to bring me twentyi 
and Pai^kir had (aid, if I made thirty it was fuffici- 
cot for me.

Copy.^T^tilS Informant faith, Kte hanh lived 
X Four Years or upwards in the Houfe 
where he now dwells in Rthnnej-Aiarpy which is 
about half a Mile from the Sea. That he hath 
been engaged in French Correfpondencies about 
three Years. That at firft it was only in the Way 
of private Trade. The firft Man that proposed it 
to him was Captain William Berkenhead, who waf 
brought to this Informant by Thomas Cibbs of 

Smeidy who is fince dead. What the faid Berkp^ 

» 

had then propofed to this Informant, was to fend 
now and then a Letter, and to receive fome Goods 
on Shore, as alfo Perfons that came from France^ 
as there ihould be occafion in the way of Trader 
which this Informant confented to. 

Thb Informant faith. That either before that 
Time> or foon after. Sir j4dam BUire and Berkgn^ 
head came to this Informant's Houfe as they land- 
ed 
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ed coming from France^ and he fumiftied therfi 
with Horfes to cany them towards London. 

About that Time there was one Simfin Joneiy 
who went by the Name of Roberts^ he brought 
over a great deal of Goods from France, there 
were near Eight Hdrfe- Loads of Silks arid Laces ; 
there has been at other* times Twenty or Thirty 
Horfe-Loads of Goods brought over. 

Rtnv oiDover wastheFaftorfbr fome of thofeOoodsj 
as alfo was Ricajfe, and la Croix, the one of Sandwichj 
the other of Ddver. This Informant has heard, that 
the Goods* were befongirig to Moijjj Midp Gou- 
dety and other French Merchants in London. He 
believes he has Letters at home from Vigam of Ca^ 
Uis that are direfted to fome Merchants to give 
ihem Account of their Goods ,• and this Informarit 
has delivered himfelf fbme Goods to -Afi^, and re- 
teived Money of him for the Carriage. Deharee^ 
another Frepkh Merchant, had five Pacquets of Silk 
in this Informant's Cuftody, which Berk^nhead or 
his Nephew carried up. 

Abioiit half a Year after that this Inforfnanf wa^ 
Acquainted with Berkenhcdd, the faid Berkgnhead pr6- 
pos'd to this Informant the bringing or fendixig to 
London from Time to Tirne fome Pacquets of 
Letters Vhich he would pay for; arid this Infor- 
mant did once or twice come up with Pacquets di- 
tefted to Berkenhead. This Informant being un- 
willirlg to come up any more upon that Account, 
iter t^t^ Berksnhedd either cami himfelf for the

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Letters, or fent fome Body. There was a young 
Gentleman, a Knight's Son, as Berkenhead told this 
Informant, who ufed to come frequently with the 
Letters from London, and brought up thoie that 
came from France : He generally walk'd it back- 
ward and forward. That Perfon has been dead a- 
bout two Years, and Berkenhead has fince cm» 
ployed his Nephew for carrying Letters, Perfbos, 
and Goods. 

The Letters that were brought to this Informant^ 
he buried till a Boat came from France to fetch 
them ; and he did the fame with the Letters that 
were brought over. This Informant faith. That 
the Letters came oftner from London^ and ift 
greater Pacquets than thofe that came from Frastci :

One Thomasj a Servant of Mr- GumUetm ci 
Sellingei was employed by Berkenhead in carrying 
thefe Letters. 

The Letters were brought from FraMe^ and fent 
thither by Captain Gill, Maftcr of a French Pri- 
vateer, who faird with about 20 Men and BoySi 
and had been concerned in this BufineG as long as 
this Informant ; and the faid Gill hkewife brought 
and carried the Paflengers backwards and fi>rwaidsr

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The (aid Gill came over very frequently of late, and 
brought feveral People. 

The Peribns that this Informant remembers to have 

gone backward and forward, fince his being 

concerned, are as foUows : 

The E — df^ — 'j who went over to Fram:g 
about three Yeara i^. Berkenhead brought the (aid 
E — - to this Ldbfmant's Houfe> where he ftaid 
l^ear a Week, waixiiig for a Paffage.

Copy.*l-'HIS Informant faith, That it is about 
I three Years he hath been concerned with 
Captain William Berketthead ; that the firft time he 
came to his Houfe, it was with Sir u^r» Blaire, and 
he told him he came from France. 

Some little time after that, he came to this Infor- 
mant with Thomas Gihhs ; and then Berkcnhead pro- 
posed to this Informant to be cpncerned in fending 
Letters and Goods to France^ and in receiving them 
from thence; which this Informant confented to, 
and hath carried on that Bufinefs ever fince, by 
Order of the faid Berkenhead. This Informant hath 
received Letters from France^ that were direftedto 
Berkenheadj under the Names of Whfiy Eaft^ SoHth^ 
Fijh, ^d fome other Names ; and the Letters were 
cither deliver!d to him, or fept to him by his Or- 
der, till February laft.

This Informant faith further, That he hath re? 
cpiv'd feveral Parcels of Goods from France, thjt 
were on Berk^nhead^s Account, and he either re- 
ceived them from this Informant or fent for them, 
in prder to their being carried to London. 

This Informant faith further. That the Perfons 
he remembers Berks^heM brought to him in order 
for their going for France^ were firft the E — of 
ji — , who went ove<- about three Years ago, an4 
Berkenhe^d brought him, who brought the faid E — » 
likewife/ a fecond Time the laft Summer, but he 
did not then go for France. 

Berkenhead brought to this Informant the Lord 
G — who went for France^ as alfo Mr. Finer.

He brought Sir Andrew Forrefter^ and his Son, 
about a Year ago ; and one Dr. Tajlor was brought 
or fent by Berkenhead^ as alfo Crofsbj. 

He either brought or fent Sir George Barclay ^ and 
Captain WilUamfon^ who went for Fra;nce about two 
years ago. 
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Berk£»head brought or fcnt Major Holms fcvcral 
tmes, about two Years ago. 

When Colonel Parker, Lord CUMartyj and Ma- 
jor Dorrington efcaped from the Tower ^ Berkenhead 
brought them down when they went for France. 

Berkenhead conduced Colonel Feilding when he 
went to Francey and eithef brought or fent Mojjj 
and Bradpaw. 

Berkenhead brought Mrs. EUht, and the old Lady 
that was with her was brought by his Order. 

Berkenhead brought Mrs. Parker, and Mrs. Marji 
that went for France ; he likcwife brought or fent Mr. 
Nojhvorthj, who went lately over. 

Berkenhead brought the tall young Gentleman 
from London^ in February laft, when they met Co- 
lonel Parker at Tncker'Sy and went away together 
for France ,• and fevcral others have been brought 
down to go for France ; and others coming over 
from FrancCf having been carried up to London by 
Berkenheadj or his Order, whofe Names the Jnforr 
mant doth not know, or not remember. 

This Informant faith further, That Berkenhead 
went for France immediately after the Queen's Death, 
and carried over the News of it; he was abfent 
about a Month, and this Informant faw him at his 
Return ; he went and came in GUN Boat. He toU 
this Informant, that he had been at St. Germainsj 
that he had fcen the King, the Queen, and the Prince ; 
and that he had been ill upon the Road.

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This Infonnant faith furth^er. That Berkenhead 
went for France about December laft, and this In- 
formant faw him when he came back again.

That a little after 
the Difcovery of the Plot, Berkenhead went to 
Dealy to take an account of the Ships that were 
there, which he fent for France^ there being 
a Boat then com^ over ; and he likewile fent at the 
fape time a Printed Lift of the Names that were 
afterwards in the Proclamation, which Lift he 
had from this Informant, who received it from 
London.

a Ihnrfdajy and lay that Night at Stonj-Stratfordy and 

the next Day they came to Liecefiery and ftaid there 

till Snnday Morning ; there were two Perfons that met 

him there, one, as he remembers, was call'd Captain 

TarboroHgh , Son of Sir Thomas Tarborongh ; the o- 

ther was a Parfon, but he don't remember to have 

heard his Name. One Captain Scndamore went with 

his Matter to Leicefler. 

This Deponent faith, that Captain Tarbtfrongh^s

6d him immediately to the Inn^ and l»d him teD theGen- 
tleman, he had nothing to fend: But he took this De^ 
ponent's Almanack, and writ down in it^ that he would 
be in Town himfelf within two Hours.

This Deponent fays, that Sir l^'/i^4^7^^yi^>/icaihe 
to the GeorgeAviw on Satrndaj chd- ixd of FebrHorj 
about twelve a-Clock, and Mr. Lewis came with 
him. Sir William Perkins ask'd this Deponent whe- 
ther he had any more than a Couple of Saddles, and

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he faying he had not :Then Sir JViUUm told Mr. Lew* 
iSy he had had but twenty-two Saddles ; upon which 
Mr. Lewis anfwered^ there muft be a Miftake then^ 
and he would fee hoW it waS) and go to the Pkces 
where he had bought them.

I will begin where I left o£F at my laft Exarainatiofi,' 
and X have little more to fpeak of, but the Arguments 
us'd by Sir yoh» Coekramf to induce King James to 
give him Money to go through wkh the Work : 
That if he did not give the Presbyterian Party in 
ScotUmd fiill Liberty of Confcience, he would wade 
through a Sea of Blood to get thither ,* and deiired 
King James to remember, that it was that Party that 
cafl the Ba&ance in the Civil Wars, when King 
Charles the Firft*s Forces had even quite beat the Part 
liament's Armies out of the Fiekl, and had drove moft 
of them into their Garriictfis. King James told me. 
That he was always for Liberty of Confcience, and 
defir^dmeto acquaint Sir John^ that he would let him 
h*vethe fame on the Word of a King.

"A fpokeof Colonel -S7^^/^, tliat he was

own TVoop, that Fool's Paradife of mine, and tell 
you, that I omitted one TVracy who keeps a Tobacco 
and Br^iidy-Shop in Moorfieldsy and was to be my

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tjuarter-Maftcr, who promised to biii^g me in 2 
confiderable Number^ whereof a great many could 
mount themfelves ; for I did not truft my fdf to

Mc asked me, 
If I would enquire for any Perfon ? To be fliort,

I be not mifhken, he toMmeit was by the King's 
Orders ; for he told me who fent me, and what 
my Bufinefs was ,• he has been three times there arid 
back again fince. He is a Man of very gfood Senfe, 
Language and Learning, and I believe he knows ^ 
much of King Jameses Affairs, as any Man of his 
Quality and Age in England ; for he knows aifd 
is intimate with moft of King Jarne/s Friends here of 
any Confideration, from the Higheft to the Loweflf ; 
only Sir John Friend has hated him' of late, and for 
this Reafon ; At the Time of Colonel Parke/s 
Efcape out of the Tower, Mr. Harrifon came to 
Shyohny and importuned him to lend him tool.

him as piany Friends as poflible I can, if it pleaie 

Qod and the King, to pardon me, and I am fure I 
can do it with a great many, and even with thoft 

who dare defend his Perfon and Governmejjt with 

their Swords in their Hands, 

Men, Sir, who know my Temper, will hardly be 
induced to believe^ that I can be guilty of fuch a 
bloody and helliih Crime ,* Men, I mean, Sir, of all 
Perfwafions, as well Proteftants as Papifis^ WiUiamites 
and Jucobites^y as in fome meafure will appear by a Gen- 
tleman's Djfcourfe, who came to the Hatch of the 
Gate, to give me a Vifit ; for he was not permitted 
to enter, but flood at the Hatch before the two 
Turnkeys. That as to the Affaffination only, he 
believed me to have as great Abhorrence as any Man 
in the Nation ; this was out of the Mouth of not 
only a Proteftant, but of a fteady and zealous Friend 
to the Government, and one with whom I have had 
a great many Debates, even to Heat formerly.

It were a Folly for mc, 
even to Madnefs, to devour an Ox, and choak my 
felf with the Rump ; after I had thrown my fclf 
at the Feet of the King's Mercy, and had comfor- 
table Hopes given me to obtain his Pardon, by a 
full, candid, and genuine ConfeflTion : For I have 
declared but too much to take away my Life be- 
fides, without his Majefty's moft gracious Pardon*

I fliall now <;:ome to clofe, Sir, for God knows 
I am very ill and faint, and fcarce able to write any- 
more, and only acquaint you, that my Information 
was true to the Gentleman, who took me up, my 
Lord Cuts*^ Adjutant, for the fame Notice was gi- 
ven to Mr. Gibbons thereof, and to a, Third Perfoa 
alfo ; and though he was not taken, yet it was 
an evident Demonftration of the Sincerity of my In- 
^ tentions.

Copy.TJfE faith. That towards the latter End of 
A1 yanuary laft, as near as he can remem- 
ber, he dined with Sir yohn Friend^ at the Caflle^ 
nSiuallmg'Hou/ij in the ^Ujfj on the ff^eJi-End of 
the t)ld^Exchange in London^ and Captain RiJUj was 
there. Captain ttiJUj told this Examinant, That a- 
|x)Ut ten Days before, % Roman Catholick Gentleman, 
whom he did not name> was fent over to King James, 

and 
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and that he believed he would bring over the laft Or- 
ders. Sir yohn Friend faid, he knew pf it, and that 
was all he h^rd him fay. Ridlj (aid. It was a Gen- 
tleman of 60 Years of Age that we^t over, and that 
he was a very fenfible Man. 

About a Week after that Meeting, this Examinant 
met Sir John Friend at Jonathan*s Coffee'Houfi ; and 
Sir John Frietid having an Occafion of going to Hoi- 
bourny took this Examinant with hip in his Coach, 
as far as St. Martins-U'Grand ; and while they were 
in the Coach, Sir John Friend talk'd to this Exami- . 
nant about the Thoulon Fleet's coming about, as alfo 
about his Regiment ; and he told this Examinant^ 
that it behoved them to be good Husbands, for if the 
Invafion, that was expeded at the coming about of 
that Fleet, Ihould mifcarry, he Ihould not have Mo- 
ney enough to carry on his Trade ; That he. Sir 
yohnFriendy would only mount fome poor Officers, 
who could not mount themfelves : That when the 
Thoulon Fleet fhould come about, he and a great 
many others would be taken wp, if found, therefore 
he defign'd to abfcond; but he, this Examinant* 
might skulk about, and get Men prepared as well as 
he could.

Bertram brought this Examinant acquainted with

fenow that Fijlxr has k^n Sir John Friend for neaf

or Harrifin, told this Examinantj that Pigot had re- 
ceived 2t St. Germains SoL in Money, and z 6/1 by 
a BiU, which made up the loo L that was to be paid 
to Sir John Friend about the Spring fblbwing^ Sir 
y(9ib» fr/V/i^ told this Examinant, that he believ'd he 
Was cheated by that Rafcal Pigot^ and he knew not 
how to help himfelft for he durft not ask him for the

This Examinant faith further, That Sir yohn Friend 
had fiimilhcd him with feveral finall Syois of Mo- 
ney, at feveral times, to drink with tho{c he had en- 
gaged into the Kegiment ^ and this Examinant having 
Ipent more Money on that Account than ever He had 
received from Sir John Friendy this Examinant (poke 
to him, to the beft of his Remembrance, about Maj 
or June h(ky and told him, that he had beggared him- 
felf to do King James and him Service.
